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Business Needs Help in Taking Up the Slack 


Most folks who are fat spend much time, 
money, and convenience in endeavors to get 
rid of their surplus adipose tissue. But, 
when nature, slighted in some manner in 
the course of the piling up of weight, steps 
in and sometimes in a rough-handed man- 
ner brings about a loss of poundage, the vic- 
tim does not always take kindly to this re- 
duction and frequently, when he regains 
control of the situation, sets about the re- 
covering of that of which he had been de- 
prived. Business at the present time is of 
somewhat the same frame of mind as these 
dissatisfied flesh-losers. Business grew fat 
in the five years prior to 1929. It showed 
no inclination to undertake a course of re- 
duction, even though (or, perhaps, because ) 
the fattiness had become mental as well as 
physical. Natural forces went to work, as 
was to have been expected, and business 
was suddenly and quite roughly stripped of 
considerable excess corpulence. ‘The diffi- 
culty is that business does not realize that 
much of that which it has lost was an ex- 
cess, without which it would have been far 
better off, and without which it can very 
well get along. ‘There is, today, too much 
thought of what business was and _ not 
enough of what it is and why it should en- 
deavor to make the most of what it is. 

Business looks upon itself as being much 
worse off than it actually is, largely because it 
sees the slackness, the flabbiness that resulted 
from the enforced reduction of its girth. So, 
too, the fat man, reduced in volume by sick- 
liess, sees the loose-hanging folds of skin and, 
looking upon them as unbecoming, undertakes 
to refill the emptiness. He would far better 
adopt some means of taking up the slack by 
shrinking the skin. Business should likewise 
realize that its present size is a healthy one, 
but that it must take up the slack; must find 
some new and better place for all that without 
which it can get along, whether the slack be 
in manpower, in equipment, or in capitaliza- 
tion. Business needs to do some shrinking, 

All sorts of schemes are being advocated for 
the relief of conditions resulting from the 
reduction of the volume of business. Most of 
these are aimed at the curtailment of produc- 
tion; although production is not now exces- 
sive, and it is surpluses remaining from the 
uncontrolled activities of earlier days which 
must be disposed of. Furthermore, it is neces- 
sary to know that the volume of production 
reached some two years ago must be carefully 
avoided. It is equally necessary to realize that, 
although a dollar can only buy one dollar’s 
worth at a time, selling is still a resultful oper- 
ation—that is, real selling is. Another truth 
that demands attention is that the saving of 
money on production costs by centralization 
can be overdone—and it has been overdone— 
when it results in larger costs to the consumer 
because of the added expense of transporting 
raw materials to the point of production and 
the excessive cost of long-haul distribution of 
the products. Business needs to be decentral- 
ized, 

Business can decentralize its operations, 
but it cannot shrink up all of the slack, 
especially that represented by unemploy- 
ment. Business must have help to find new 
places for the men for whom it has no fur- 
ther use. Decentralization will help to an 


extent, and the general improvement that 
will follow realization of what business 
needs to do will help some more. Some of 
the suggested curtailments designed to 
avoid overproduction will not help, but hin- 
der and also add more numbers to the ranks 
of the unemployed. The undertaking of 
real selling will take up some of the slack, 
but it is most important that none but real 
sellers be employed: the one experience 
with the results of high-power, misdirected 
or undirected efforts should be enough. 
Selling is not merely a matter of getting 
somebody to buy. 

To take up the slack of unemployment 
(business can shrink its equipment and cap- 
italization—at a loss, of course, but neces- 
sarily and only temporarily) it will be nec- 
essary to plan and to put in operation bene- 
ficial public works. This means the neces- 
sity of raising revenue, and bond issues or 
—perhaps and—taxes are required for that. 
The necessary funding is not impossible. 
The monetary resources of this country 
have not been substantially reduced—it is 
merely that they have been caught in ed- 
dies. A tax of even one percent (a sales tax, 
perhaps) would not appear to many to be 
too much to pay for an opportunity to earn. 
Doles and subsidies are out of the question. 
What is wanted is not government aid but 
government co-operation. 

So much for the needs of business. Let us 
look at the records that point to these needs. 
The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter has com- 
pleted for the third quarter of this year its 
periodical survey of business conditions. The 
results of this survey, presented this time in 
«a form different from that previously used, af- 
tord the following information : 


Heavy Chemicals 


Trading in heavy chemicals showed little be- 
sides seasonal changes during the third quarter. 
Competition appeared to have become less aggres- 
sive, in a price sense, and a firmer stand was gen- 
erally expected to be manifested with respect to 
the figures that would be named for 1932 contracts. 
Data furnished in the Reporter’s quarterly survey 
indicated that production had declined about 9 
percent from the volume in the preceding quarter, 
largely because of decreased outputs of arsenicals 
and other insecticides and fungicides. Compared 
with the third quarter of -1930, production was 
smaller by 4.2 percent, the acids group being one 
ot the chief contributors to this condition. Sales 
average 3.4 percent less in volume than in the pre- 
ceding quarter, again because of seasonal slacken- 
ings. They were only 1.5 percent below the vol- 
ume of a year ago. Prices were 2.7 percent lower 
at the end of the quarter than at the corresponding 
date in 1930. They showed more firmness, how- 
ever, than they had shown three months earlier 
and in the previous year. Collections were not 
encouraging, and the credit situation had some 
rather weak spots. Opinion respecting the outlook 
was fairly evenly divided. 


Coaltar Chemicals 


Because of the continued shortage of new sup- 
plies of crude coaltar products, the market was 
quite strong over the third quarter. Competition 
continued keen during most of the period, but the 
position of many sellers with respect to prices be- 
came noticeably firmer toward the end of Septem- 
ber. Buying was largely restrained to current 
needs, but the textile industry was showing suffi- 
cient improvement to keep a fair volume of busi- 
ness moving. Production, according to informa- 
tion obtained in the Reporter’s quarterly survey, 
was down 2.1 percent from the volume in the pre- 
ceding quarter, chiefly in the intermediates divi- 
sion. It was smaller than that in the correspond- 


ing period in 1930 by 1.3 percent, because of the 
diminished output of crudes. Sales showed a 
slight gain of 0.7 percent in comparison with the 
preceding quarter and were practically on a parity 
with those in the 1930 quarter; Prices were stead- 
ily held, showing at the end of the quarter a re- 
duction of but 0.3 percent from the level of Sep- 
tember 30, 1930, and considerably more firmness 
than at that date. Credit conditions were not good 
and collections generally were slow. Although the 
near future Was not universally looked upon as 
bright, the unanimous opinion was that the gen- 
eral outlook was better than it had been a year 
earlier. 


Paint, Varnish, and Lacquer 


Chemicals 


In spite of low prices and the strenuous efforts 
put forth to have painting work done as a means 
of relieving unemployment, paint, varnish, and 
lacquer chemicals were not being widely or wildly 
demanded during the third quarter. There was a 
fair volume of business, but not what the industry 
had become accustomed to a few years ago or what 
many members of the industry expected. The in- 
fluence of the general business situation was felt 
in all lines and was expected to be an important 
factor as long as it persists. Spots of busyness 
were noticeable, but they did not cover much of 
the entire industrial area. Manufacturers report- 
ing in the Reporter’s quarterly survey furnished 
data which indicated that production fell off 5.2 
percent from the preceding quarter, the dry-color 
and varnish-gum divisions showing the largest di- 
minutions. In comparison with the third quarter 
of 1930, production was 6.3 percent smaller, pig- 
ments and finished paints and varnishes being ex- 
ceptions to the decline in both comparisons. Sales 
were 3.8 percent below the level of the preceding 
quarter, 3.1 percent below the volume in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1930, these being compari- 
sons in volume not in price wherein the latter 
difference would be greater. Prices showed a cut 
of 5.6 percent from the level at September 30, 
1930, and they were evidently not so resistant to 
turther reductions. Collections were not good, and 
the majority of opinion was not optimistic with 
respect to the future. 


Naval Stores 


Conditions in the naval stores industry got no 
better during the third quarter. This industry is 
suffering from a combination of the troubles of 
general business and those of the farmer. Its con- 
dition, consequently, is far from gratifying. Some 
members are of the opinion that there is “too much 
government” in the business; others are trying 
hard to get the government to help the business 
further. Competition of synthetic resins and the 
more recently developed solvents and thinners has 
proved difficult to meet. All sorts of adverse con- 
ditions face the operators, from a diminished de- 
mand for charcoal to feed to chickens to the pass- 
ing of tarred cordage as metallic cables become 
more commonly used. Production, in spite of 
enormous stocks that appear to be immovable, has 
continued at a large volume, but it is generally 
believed that the difficulty of financing further 
operations will correct this fault in the coming 
season. According to the data furnished in the 
Reporter’s quarterly survey, production fell off 
3.6 percent in the third quarter, but, although 5.8 
percent below that in the corresponding quarter 
of 1930, was still greatly excessive. Sales de- 
creased 8.8 percent from the preceding quarter and 
were 3.6 percent smaller than those in the third 
quarter of 1930, although prices were 13.6 percent 
lower at the end of September. The price position 
was apparently regaining strength. Collections 
were not so good as they had been a year earlier. 
The general outlook was gloomy. 


Flaxseed and Its Products 


Low prices and slow demand characterized busi- 
ness in the flaxseed crushing industry during the 
third quarter. Operations were somewhat spotty, 
because of different attitudes toward the employ- 
ment problem. Departures from previous sched- 
ules made comparisons difficult; as the working 
periods of different mills were not the same as to 
dates as in previous seasons. Production data col- 
lected in the Reporter’s quarterly survey with re- 
spect to linseed oil and cake and meal indicated 
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a drop of 8.3 percent from the preceding quarter 
and one of 15 percent from the third quarter of 
1930. Sales were reported to be off 23 percent 
from the preceding quarter and 11 percent below 
those in the 1930 period. Prices, September 30, 
averaged for seed and products 31.5 percent below 
those of a year earlier, but, at that, were not so 
weak as they had been three months before. Col- 
lections, although slow, gave no cause for alarm. 
The majority of opinion did not regard the out- 
look as very promising. 


Gums, Waxes, and Shellac 


Gums, waxes, and shellac, being of many indus- 
trial applications and consequently exposed to a 
wide variety of influences, presented a rather 
spotty trading appearance during the third quar- 
ter. Business in gums was generally slow and 
without marked features. The waxes showed some 
strong points and, at least at times, strong price 
competition. The upset condition of foreign ex- 
change was a disturbing factor in all divisions in 
the latter part of the period. Demand for shellac 
was not strong, but improvement was noticeable 
here and there. Production, according to informa- 
tion furnished in the Reporter’s quarterly survey 
indicated that production in these three groups of 
related products decreased 4 percent over the quar- 
ter and dropped to a point 8 percent below 
the volume of the output in the corresponding 
quarter of 1930. Sales were reported to have been 
7.6 percent smaller than in the preceding quarter 
and 16 percent below those in the 1930 period. The 
price situation varied, gums being 7.6 percent 
cheaper September 30 than at the same date in 
1930; waxes averaging 6 percent higher in price; 
and shellac, off 9.3 percent. The average price 
was 2.9 percent lower, with better signs of firmness 
than had been evident in more than a year. Col- 
lections were slow and far from satisfactory. The 
outlook was regarded as better than that at the 
end of the third quarter of 1930 by exactly as 
many of those expressing an opinion as considered 
it worse. 


Drugs and Fine Chemicals 


Business in drugs and fine chemicals, including 
solvents of general use, was rather steady during 
the third quarter. Prices showed neither greater 
weakness nor greater strength. The volume of 
business was well maintained, although the re- 
plenishing of depleted inventories did not run to 
buying far into the future, cautiousness being 
characteristic of the attitude of most buyers. Ac- 
cording to figures furnished in the Reporter's 
quarterly survey, production increased 1.1 percent 
in comparison with the preceding quarter, but was 
still 6 percent below that in the third quarter of 
1930, pharmaceuticals and wood-distillation prod- 
ucts showing the largest decreases. Sales, largely 
for seasonal reasons, dropped 1.5 percent from the 
preceding quarter to a level 10 percent below that 
of the corresponding period in 1930, alkaloids and 
solvents, as well as pharmaceuticals and wood 
chemicals showing losses. Prices at September 30 
averaged 10.9 percent lower than those at the same 
date in 1930, the drug and fine chemical industry 
having been comparatively slow to adopt, general- 
ly, a policy of cutting prices to encourage buying. 
Collections were not so good as they had been a 
year earlier. Opinion regarding the future was di- 
vided, with a small majority foreseeing no im- 
provement. 


Botanical Drugs and Spices 


Although it would have been possible this year, 
by virtue of the availability of large numbers of 
persons seeking employment and very favorable 
weather conditions, to gather large quantities of 
botanical drugs, the prices at which these prod- 
ucts could be disposed of by collectors was a deter- 
rent. Demand continued light during the third 
quarter, but the likelihood of small supplies of 
certain articles gave the market some firmness— 
in spots, at least. The credit situation has handi- 
capped many small manufacturers of preparations 
of botanical drugs. The farmer has not been buy- 
ing condition powders and the like in the usual 
volume. Increasing demand for insecticide prod- 
ucts was one bright spot; but, naturally, that was 
becoming less as the quarter progressed. Com- 
plaints of unwarranted concessions in prices were 
heard here and there. Production in the period, 
according to data collected in the Reporter's quar- 
terly survey, was 12.2 percent below that in the 
preceding quarter and 11.3 percent below that in 
the third quarter of 1930. This makes the expec- 
tation of shortages quite reasonable. Sales dropped 
4.3 percent from those in the preceding quarter 
and were 19.2 percent below those in the corre- 
sponding period in 1930. Prices were 16.3 percent 
lower September 30 than at the same date a year 


ago, but they showed more firmness and had im- 
proved during the quarter. Collections were not 
good. The outlook appeared to be in doubt. 


Essential Oils and Aromatic 
Chemicals 


Improvement in several directions became no- 
ticeable in business in essential oils and aromatic 
chemicals during the third quarter. Domestic pro- 
ducers, particularly in the citrous division, found 
conditions rather encouraging. It is the belief 
of many that the domestic industry can supply all 
the orange oil and half of the lemon oil consumed 
in this country, and the industry is making an ef- 
fort to do just that. Buying, as a whole, continued 
to reflect a cautious attitude and sometimes a trace 
of fearfulness on the part of consumers. Data con- 
tributed to the Reporter’s quarterly survey indi- 
cated that production of both essential oils and 
synthetic aromatics was increasing, with a gain 
ot 0.4 percent over the preceding quarter and one 
of 2.9 percent over the third quarter of 1930. Sales, 
however, were reported to have been 6.5 percent 
less than those in the preceding quarter and 8.5 
percent less than in the 1930 period. Prices were 
25.8 percent lower at the end of the quarter than 
they had been a year earlier, but they showed up 
better than did those of three months earlier and 
a year earlier when similarly compared. Collec- 
tions reflected the general condition of slow pay. 
The majority of opinion was that the outlook was 
better than it had been at the beginning of the 
fourth quarter in 1930. 


Animal, Vegetable, and Fish Oils 


Signs of improvement in business in animal, 
vegetable, and fish oils during the third quarter 
were somewhat dimmed toward the end of the 
period by the increased economic uncertainty in 
Europe. Domestic business was fairly gratifying, 
in most items, although competition among 
various products was given a deal of keenness 
by the relatively low prices of certain oils. Ex- 
port business was small and appeared to be 
diminishing further: Demand, as a whole, was 
not equal to the supply, although conditions in 
consuming industries were not, in some instances, 
so bad as they were generally reported. Accord- 
ing to data collected in the Reporter’s quarterly 
survey, production declined 1.1 percent from that 
in the preceding quarter and ran 7.3 percent be- 
low the volume in the third quarter of 1930. Sales, 
because of diminished exports, fell off 10.4 per- 
cent from the preceaing quarter and were 11.2 
percent below those in the corresponding 1930 
period. Prices at September 30 averaged 13.7 per- 
cent lower than those at the same date in the 
previous year, but showed more firmness than 
they had shown since that time. Collections were 
not noticeably bad. Opinion with respect to the 
outlook was evenly divided. 


Cottonseed and Its Products 


Conditions in the cottonseed crushing industry 
went from bad to worse during the third quarter. 
Operations were curtailed somewhat, and stocks 
were being gradually reduced—at material sacri- 
fices of profits. Official figures and data collected 
in the Reporter’s quarterly survey show that the 
crush during the quarter was 33 percent less than 
that in the third quarter of 1930. Production of 
oil, cake, and meal was 32.9 percent less. Ship- 
ments were 22.2 percent smaller, sales of cake and 
meal showing up better than sales of oil. Prices 
at the end of the quarter averaged 52.6 percent 
lower than those at the same date in 1930. Collec- 
tions were not good. There was a feeling that 
better conditions would result from the proposed 
curtailment of cotton-planting, but as a general 
thing the future was regarded as doubtful. 


Textile Chemicals, Dyestuffs, and 
Tanstuffs 


Textile and leather activities were fairly steady 
and of such volume as could reasonably be ex- 
pected during the third quarter, and business in 
chemicals and other reagent materials employed 
in these activities did not change materially dur- 
ing the period, at least, not before the influence 
of European conditions had become noticeable. 
Demand was not evenly spread over the various 
items of this group, the usual seasonal variations 
being in evidence, but not excessive. Production 
was fairly steady, data collected in the Reporter’s 
quarterly survey indicating a drop of but 0.25 per- 
cent from the level of the preceding quarter: the 
volume was 2.8 percent below that in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1930. Sales fell off, seasonally, 
4.5 percent from those in the preceding quarter, 
but were 0.6 percent ahead of those in the 1930 
period. Prices showed considerable strength and 
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at the end of the quarter were but 0.8 percent 
lower than those at September 30, 1930. Collec- 
tions were not good. The majority of opinion re- 
garded the outlook as better than it had been a 
year earlier. 


Fertilizer Materials 


Normally, the third quarter is not an active 
season for fertilizer materials; this year its slack- 
ness was aggravated by the depression in agricul- 
ture. Operations in the fertilizer industry were 
slowed down materially from the small volume 
previously prevailing. The agricultural situation 
offered no promise of improvement and plans for 
curtailing fertilizer production in the coming sea- 
son were already under way. It was generally 
expected that the agricultural credit situa- 
tion would become more serious, and the best that 
can be said of fhe fertilizer industry during the 
July-September period is that it was not wholly 
devoid of hope. Production data furnished in the 
Reporter’s quarterly survey indicated that the 
output of materials and finished fertilizers was 
reduced 5.8 percent during the third quarter and 
was 8.7 percent below that in the corresponding 
quarter of 1930. Sales showed a drop of 8.3 per- 
cent from the volume in the preceding quarter 
and were 13 percent smaller than those in the 
1930 period. Prices were 11.7 percent lower 
September 30 than they had been a year earlier, 
and the price structure was considerably weaker 
than it had been for a year. Collections were poor. 
The outlook for the future was universally pes- 
simistic. , 


Petroleum and Its Products 


Conditions in the petroleum industry showed 
some improvement during the third quarter. This 
was in part the result of curtailment of operations 
in the fields and at refineries, and in part reflected 
the development of the specialties side of the busi- 
ness. More attention is being given to solvents 
and liquefied gases among refinery products, and 
this side of the business is responding in an en- 
couraging manner. Sales of propane for domestic 
heating were of goodly volume in the third 
quarter. Demand for butane as an industrial 
fuel reflected the general condition of business 
but was much larger than it had been a year 
earlier. Activity in pentane, hexane, heptane, and 
petroleum ether was encouragingly greater, these 
products constantly finding wider application as 
industrial materials. As general business im- 
proves, the volume of sales of these petroleum 
products promises to be largely increased. Pro- 
duction of petroleum and its major products was 
5.5 percent smaller in the third quarter than it 
had been in the corresponding period in 1930. 
Consumption was 3.9 percent less. Data covering 
all products of petroleum refining, which were 
collected in the Reporter’s quarterly survey, in- 
dicated that the output of the industry in the third 
quarter was 2.1 percent below that in the preced- 
ing quarter and 1.4 percent above that in the 
third quarter of 1930. Sales showed some in- 
crease over those in the preceding quarter and, 
all products included, were larger in volume than 
those in the corresponding period in 1930. Prices 
of petroleum and the older refinery products 
(prices on specialties are not comparable) were 
24.5 percent lower September 30 than they had 
been a year earlier. Collections were poor. There 
was a fair division of opinion as to the outlook, a 
slight majority being inclined not to expect im- 
provement.

Thomas A. Edison 


Thomas Alva Edison, inventor and 
scientist, who gave the world its first 
electric light, the phonograph, and an 
innumerable list of other important 
achievements, died October 18 at his 
home at Llewellyn Park, N. J., after 
an illness of several months. He was 
eighty-four years old and was born in 
Milan, Ohio, a son of Samuel Edison, 
who had migrated from Canada to 
Milan. 

Mr. Edison received most of his edu- 
cation in the public schools there and 
from his mother, who had been a 


and chemistry and with his mother he 
worked out many of the simple chem- 
ical experiments they contained. When 
he was thirteen years old he became 
a newsboy on the Grand Trunk rail- 
way running between Port Huron and 
Detroit and set up a small laboratory 
in the baggage car, continuing along 
these lines for two or three years. 
Thereafter he drifted from one city 
to another and eventually came to this 
city, where he obtained a position as 
a mechanic for a stock ticker manu- 
facturing company. He perfected the 
crude instrument then in use and de- 
veloped another for which invention 
he received $50,000, which money gave 


ances that established him as an in- 
ternational figure. 

Among the many achievements of 
Mr. Edison were the invention and 
commercial development of the Edison 
alkaline storage battery, the invention 
of methods and processes for the pro- 
duction of Portland cement, phono- 
graph cylinders and the indestructible 
record. In 1913 he devised a plan for 
making carbolic acid synthetically, 
and in 1915 he installed benzol plants 
where toluol, solvent naphtha, xylol 
and naphthaline were also produced. 
In the same year he began the manu- 
facture of myrbane and aniline oil, and 
aniline salt, as well as paraphenylene- 


forty patents were issued to him dur- 
ing that period. Altogether he was the 
holder of 1,150 patents, his inventions 
covering practically every field of 
science, his first invention, an elec- 
trical vote recorder, being patented 
October 11, 1868.

Freight Rate Increase 


Authorized by I.C.C. 


Moderate Advances Allowed on 
Number of Heavy-Loading 
And Other Commodities 


Moderately increased freight rates 
on most commodities, subject to defi- 
nite conditions and limitations, were 
authorized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today in answer to the 
plea of the railroads for a 15 percent 
horizontal increase in all rates. 

Exceptions are made in the case of 
most farm commodities, while prod- 
ucts of forest and mines are singled 
out for specific rate limitations. On 
general traffic, including less-than- 
carload, the increase is to be 2 cents 
ver 100 pounds, regardless of distance, 
except that in no case must the in- 
crease be more than 10 percent of the 
present rate. 

The major condition is that the rail- 
roads, before December 1, 1931, submit 
to the commission a plan for pooling 
the increased revenues thus permitted 
and apportioning it among the weaker 
roads whose credit is most endangered 
by present low incomes. If a satisfac- 
tory pooling arrangement is submitted, 
the commission will permit the in- 
creases to become effective at once, 
but they will terminate in March, 1933, 
unless further extended at that time 

Among the agricultural products on 
which no increases are to be permitted 
ire listed flaxseed cottonseed, ind 
otton linters, noils and regins. 


Commodities Affected 

Increases of $3 per car will be per- 
mitted on certain forest and mineral 
products, including all ores and con- 
centrates, and furnace slag. Increases 
of $6 per car will be permitted on an- 
other list of heavy loading commodi- 
ties, including crude phosphate rock 
sulphur, crude petroleum and asphalt 
The rates on these commodities are 
usually quoted per car, and loadings 
probably run from 390,000 to 60,000 
pounds.

Soviet Moratorium 
Denied by Amtorg 


Suspension of payments was con- 
templated by the Russian Soviet, ac- 
cording to Central News reports cabled 
to New York from Germany, October 
21. These reports had it that Soviet 
trade delegations and ambassadors 
were co-operating in the formulating 
of instructions that the foreign com- 
missariat approach the larger creditors 
with suggestions for the extension of 
Soviet bills shortly falling due. 

The Amtorg Trading Corporation, 
trade representative of the Russian 
Soviet, this city, denied, October 22, 
that it had received instructions from 
its clients in the Soviet Union to re- 
quest extensions on any of its obliga- 
tions falling due in the future. The 
Amtorg corporation declared that it 
and all other Soviet trade representa- 
tives intend to meet all obligations 
promptly. It characterized the reports 
from Germany as “completely false,” 
and said that the “planned and regu- 
lated nature of Soviet foreign trade 
guarantees that provision is made 
for the meeting of all obligations en- 
tered into.” It was also stated that 
the Soviet had been given long-term 
credits in Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries, no initial cash pay- 
ment being required in many instances 
for more than a year from date of de- 
livery on the orders.

Argentina Increases Duties

gentina, in a decree effective October & 
has increased the import duties on more 
than a hundred items.

Phillips Denied Title 
To ‘Milk of Magnesia’ 


Decision in Favor of McK. & R, 
Upheld on Appeal—Spanish 
Trademark Valid 


The Charles H. Phillips Chemical 
Company, inis city, is not entitled to 
registration of the term, “Milk of Mag- 
nesia,” as a trademark, it has been held 
by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Second Circuit. This 
decision of the appellate court was 
made in the appeal of the Phillips com- 
pany from an adverse decision by the 
United States District Court for the 
District of Connecticut in an action 
brought by McKesson & Robbins, Inc., 
Bridgeport, attacking the validity of 
the Phillips company’s claim to the 
trademarks, “Milk of Magnesia” and 
“Leche-de-Magnesia.” 

The appellate court reversed the 
lower court and held that the Phillips 
company was entitled to the trade- 
mark, “Leche-de- Magnesia.” 

In an opinion written by Judge Au- 
gustus N. Hand, the court of appeals 
dismissed the defense that the trial 
court iacked jurisdiction, ruling that 
the 19-7 amendment of the traaemark 
ict, by virtue of a saving clause, pre- 
served existing remedies in all pend- 
ing proceedings and did not require 
such proceedings to be taken to the 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia 


The trial judge had ruled that each 
of the two contested trademarks was 
invalid because neither was in exclu- 
sive use by the Phillips company, or 
its predecessors, for the ten-year pe- 
riod prescribed by the act of 1905. 
Proof had been adduced of the use of 
the mark, “Milk of Magnesia,” by the 
H. K. Mulford Company, Nelson, Baker 
& Co., and others prior to 1905. The 
court of appeals, with respect to “Milk 
of Magnesia,” held that such use of the 
mark had been sufficient to prevent its 
registration by the Phillips company

Philippine Trade with U.S. 
Analyzed by Tariff Board 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20, 1931. 

In anticipation of congressional de- 
bates on Philippine independence this 
Winter, the Tariff Commission has 
published a bulletin on trade and tar- 
iff relations between the United States 
and the Philippine Islands. 

More than half the 136-page book- 
let is devoted to statistics on Philip- 
pine imports and exports and United 
States commercial relations with the 
islands, including capital investments, 
and the rest of the volume is largely 
an analysis of these statistics. The 
timeliness of this publication is evi- 
denced by the fact that advocates of 
Philippine independence have lately 
been joined by agricultural interests 
who seek a tariff against Philippine 
products, particularly coconut oil and 
copra, 

The copra and coconut oil trade of 
the Philippines with the United States 
is analyzed in considerable detail in 
the Tariff Commission’s report. The 
balance of trade between the islands 
and continental United States is 
shown to be very much in favor of 
the islands, while Philippine imports 
from other countries always exceed 
exports to those destinations. 





The advantage to the Philippines of 
free trade with the United States is 
shown by the fact that in the five 
years preceding the World War 45 
percent of the shipments to_ this 
country were given Philippine pref- 
erence, while 55 percent were on the 
general free list; whereas in 1929, 78 
percent of the shipments were given 
Philippine preference while 21 percent 
were on the general free list. The 
United States in 1930 took 79 percent 
of all Philippine exports, with a total 
value of $105,342,000. 

Philippine imports from the United 
States in 1929 totaled $92,593,000, be- 
ing 62.9 percent of all imports. Inas- 
much as farm organizations are 
largely active behind the movement 
for giving the Philippines the tariff 
status of a foreign country, it is in- 
teresting to note that four of the seven 
leading classes of imports into the 
Philippines from the United States are 
agricultural products, namely, cotton 
and manufactures, wheat, flour, meat 
and dairy products, and tobacco prod- 
ucts, the other leading items being 
iron and steel manufactures, mineral 
oil products, and automotive equip- 
ment. 

The section on coconut products re- 
veals that, for the past two decades, 
there has been a steady increase in 
the Philippine area devoted to coconut 
groves and for the last fifteen years 
copra and coconut oil have repre- 
sented one-third of the value of all 
Philippine exports. In 1929, 90 percent 
of all Philippine copra and coconut oil 
shipments went to the United States.

Quotations for Acetic Acid Revised--New Schedule 
Includes Contract and Spot Price Feature--General 
Demand Slow--Soda Phosphate and Copperas Firm 


Contract withdrawals in the market 
for industrial chemicals reflected an 
inclination on the part of major con- 
Sumers to hold commitments to actual 
requirements. This disposition was at- 
tributed to the uncertain trend noted 
in the production schedules of basic 
industrial units. By the same token 
this general feeling of uncertainty re- 
garding the trend of business has re- 


sulted in a waiting attitude on the 
part of buyers toward entering 1932 


sales agreements. Changes in the mar- 
ket consisted in a revision of the 
price schedule for acetic acid. 
Revision in the price schedule of 
the natural acetic acid consisted in 
the lowering of the quotations on the

stone supplies 50 cents higher for each 
strength. So far no appreciable increase 
in the demand is to be noted. The mar- 
ket for oleum holds at $19 per ton on 
20 percent pyrites, and at $20 for 20 per- 
cent brimstone supplies. 


Tartaric.—Although competition for 


the small amount of business noted 
here continued keen, prices for both 
the imported and domestic articles 


were unchanged. Of the August im- 
ports of 189,644 pounds, Germany 
shipped 173,144 pounds and Italy 16,500 
pounds. 


Insecticides 


The market for the various insecti- 
cides and fungicides moved through a 
comparatively dull trading week. De- 
mand in the market was largely the 
filling of routine jobbing quantities. 
Price position of the market remained 
firm and quotations were unaltered, 
It was indicated that several active in- 
quiries were noted in the market for 
1932 Spring deliveries. The topic of 
conversation centered about the trans- 
action of a sizeable quantity of calcium 
arsenate, It was reported that several 
hundred tons of that article moved out 
of New Orleans to South American 
interest at a decidely low figure. The 
fact that the sale was made at a bar- 
gain price was attributed to the de- 
sire of certain dealers to unload a sur- 
plus of 1931 material with which they 
were left as a result of the recent 
Government cotton crop report indicat- 
ing an excessive yield. 

Bordeaux Mixture. Betterment in 
the demand was wanting last week, 
but prices were well maintained at the 
levels in force for sometime past. 

Calcium Arsenate.—The market here 
last week moved through a slow trad- 
ing week, with a few early inquiries 
noted relative to spring deliveries. It 
was indicated that approximately 200 
tons of this commodity moved for ex- 
port account out of New Orleans at 
a decidedly low price. Quotations here 
were unchanged. 

Copper Carbonate.—A fair demand 
was experienced for this item through- 
out the week under survey, and quo- 
tations were in conformity with the 
schedule in effect previously. 

Lead Arsenate.—Quiet prevailed in 
this direction last week, with sellers 
reporting the market firm at the levels 


quoted in the preceding week. At the

Nitro Chemical Denied 


Review of Claims Case 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1931. 


The statute of limitations was prop- 
erly applied to prevent the Nitro 
Chemical Corporation from entering 
suit in the Court of Claims for pay- 
ment on a wartime contract, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States de- 





cided in effect today in refusing to 
review the action of the Court of 
Claims. 


In - January, 1924, the company 
reached an agreement with the Sec- 
retary of War to accept $2,914 in set- 


tlement of an implied contract for 
wartime services, but payment was 
disallowed by the U. S. Controller- 
General. The Controller was induced 


to reconsider the case several times, 
his last disallowal being in April, 1930. 
Thereupon the company brought suit 
in the Court of Claims, which was dis- 
missed by the court on the ground 
that the six-year statute of limitations 
carried in the act permitting such suits 
began to run when the payment was 
first authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. The corporation claimed that 
the statute should not be applied until 
the final reconsideration by the Con- 
troller General. 





Insecticide Law of Maine 


Attacked by United Drug 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1931. 


The constitutionality of the Maine 
insecticide law of 1930 is challenged 
by the United Drug Company in a 
case sought to be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

The company manufactures insecti- 
cides in Massachusetts, which it mar- 
kets sealed in household packages 
under its own brand name and sells 
direct to retail druggists in Maine. 
The petition for review declares that 
the requirements of the Maine in- 
secticide law regarding registration, 
inspection, and licenses for the sale 
of insecticides was becoming increas- 
ingly burdensome, but in 1930 the law 
was so amended as to prohibit deal- 
ing in insecticides manufactured in 
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other states except under licenses 
which can be obtained only on terms 


which in the opinion of the United 
Drug Company violate the United 
States Constitution. The company 


therefore refused to take out licenses 
in 1931 and sought to enjoin the state 
Commissioner of Agriculture from in- 
terfering with the sale of its product. 
However, when this attempt failed it 
did obtain licenses but continues to 
consider them unlawful. 

The ground for appeal is that the 
Maine law is an unnecessary burden 
on interstate commerce and should be 
declared void in so far as it affects 
insecticides shipped in interstate com- 
merce which comply with the Federal 
insecticide act of 1910 and which are 
sold in the state in original unbroken 
packages. 





Hercules Powder Buys 
Paper Makers Chemical 


Affording both companies increased 
technical and physical resources for 
supplying present and future custom- 
ers, a consolidation of the Paper 
Makers Chemical Corporation, Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., with the Hercules Pow- 
der Company, Wilmington, Del., has 
been arranged, according to a state- 
ment October 19 of Russell H. Dun- 
ham, president of the Hercules com- 
pany. The Paper Makers Chemical 
Corporation, which has plants and of- 
fices in various parts of the country, 
will continue to operate under its own 
name and with its present organiza- 
tion under the guidance of W. J. Law- 
rence, president. 

The company has been a large sup- 
plier of rosin size, coatings, alum and 
other chemicals of the paper industry, 
as well as manufacturing and jobbing 
a number of industrial chemicals. 
Through the consolidation it will have 
available an increased line of paper- 
making chemicals and materials pro- 
duced by the Hercules Powder Com- 
pany, as well as the latter’s interna- 
tional marketing organization and ex- 
tensive research facilities. 


Texas Gulf cose Land 


The Texas Gulf Suphur Company 
has purchased the sulphur rights on a 
large leased acreage in Jefferson 
county, Texas, from the Gulf Produc- 
tion Company, a subsidiary of the 
Gulf Oil Corporation. Two drilling 
rigs have been put on the property by 
the sulphur company and a number of 
test wells will be drilled. 





Trade News Briefs 


During the first six months of this 
year, French imports of solvents in- 
cluded the following items (corres- 
ponding figures for the 1930 period in 
parentheses) :—Carbon tetrachloride, 
195,109 pounds (174,165); tetrachloro- 
ethane, 441 pounds (882); trichloroe- 
thylene, 2,205 pounds (155,205). 


A report on the Commercial stand- 
ards of Chemicals used in the rayon 
industry in Germany is available at 
the Chemical Division of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Washington. It is estimated that the 
German rayon industry used more 
than 750,000 metric tons of chemicals 
(including cellulose) in 1930. The 
major reagent items were caustic soda, 
carbon bisulphide. and sulphuric acid.

Benzene, Toluene, Solvent Naphtha and Xylene Are 
Firm--Naphthalene Slow--Cresylic Acid and Phenol 
Steady--Fair Call for Colors--Steel Mill Output Lower 


Demand in the market for the hydro- 
carbon products was characterized as 
fair last week. However, sellers of 
the various grades of benzol, toluol 
solvent naphtha as well as industrial 
xylene experienced a rather tedious 
time in endeavoring to cover com- 
paratively small contract withdrawals. 
The market otherwise noted a highly 
irregular call for the acids and other 
intermediates, while the demand for 
colors reflected the slight slackening in 
production schedules of certain textile 
units. 

Industrial news of the week relative 
to the outlook of the industries con- 
suming coke indicated that better- 
ment in the production schedules of 
the basic industrial units of country 
could not be expected before the final 
month or at the turn of the new year. 
Steel mill operations last week were

sonal decline was experienced in the 
production of motor vehicles. 

Steel trade circles, however, were 
expecting some betterment in the re- 
leases of specification toward the close 
of November as a result of the pro- 
posal of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of rate increases on steel, 
pig iron, scrap and kindred commodi- 
ties. The stimulation from such a 
source hinges entirely on the action 
of the major railroads in accepting or 
rejecting the proposal. At the same 
time it was pointed out that the pro- 
duction schedules in the automobile 
industry in November will be confined 
to production of new models. 

With the piling up of excessive coke 
reserves despite the further curtail- 
ment of pig iron iron production 
schedules resulted in a stronger tone 
in the market for benzol, toluol, sol- 
vent naphtha as well as industrial 
xylene. However, the easing of the 
situation thus far has been the slow 
character of the demand for those 
commodities. Call for phenol was fair 
and prices were steady, while the re- 
quest for naphthalene was at a slow 
pace. 

Reduction in the quotation for 
U.S.P. cresol at the close of the pre- 
vious week resulted in a flurry of or- 
ders for the replenshiment of sup- 
plies. At the same time sellers re- 
ported the market decidedly firm at 
the lower levels. A fair call was ex- 
perienced for cresylic acid. In fact, 
it was intimated that the consumption 
of coaltar disinfectants during October 
progressed at exceptionally good pace, 
despite the fact that the season usually 
ends shortly after Labor Day. 

Shipments of the coaltar colors re- 
flected the labor difficulties in vari- 
ous textile districts and the slacken- 
ing of production schedules in other 
units as a result of the termination of 
the seasonal run. Buying of the in- 
termediates was highly irregular, but 
prices on the whole were decidedly 
firm. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol). — Price position 
of this market was unchanged last 
week, but the tone in the market for 
the various grades of benzol was no- 
ticeably stronger. Sellers experienced 
a rather tedious time in filling routine 
contracts. There was no spot material 
available. News from the industrial 
centers last week indicated that the 
steel mills were operating on a 28 
percent ingot capacity as compared 
with the 29 percent in the previous 
week, and that betterment in the ma- 
jority of the industrial units of the 
country was not expected to take place 


much before the turn of the year. Po- 
tential possibilites played in a big part 
in all the advices emanating from 
these industrial centers. But the fact 
remains that the coke piles have 
reached sizeable proportions, with the 
result that no apparent relief in the 
benzol shortage could be gleaned from 
the outlook on the immediate future 
of the industrial units. 

Creosote Oil. — A fair call was noted 
in this market again last week, but an 
easing tendency was shown in the tone 
of the general market. Interest in the 
trade for the most part was centered 
on the forthcoming hearing October 30 
on the hearing of a pyzoposed tariff in- 
crease. Prices last week were with- 
out change. 

Cresol. — A slight betterment was 
shown in the demand last week as a 
result of reduction in the price of the 
U.S.P. material at the close of previous 
week. The new schedule listed the 
U.S.P. material at 10%c. to llc. per 
pound in drums, being a reduction of 
2c. per pound. 

Cresylic Acid. — This market moved 
through a fairly active trading week, 
with the undertone of the market firm. 
Slight slackening in the production 
schedules of certain textile units was 
offset by a fair call from the manufac- 
turers of the disinfectants. Quota- 
tions were unchanged. 

Naphthalene. — Sellers reported a 
fair demand for the slake and ball 
items as well as for the crude mate- 
rial last week. Prices were steady at 
the levels in vogue for some time past 

Phenol.—<Activities here were strict- 
ly routine throughout the week, with 
a fairly active call coming from the 
pharmaceutical trade and textile con- 
sumers purchasing for nearby require- 
ments. A firm tenor ruled the market 
and prices were without alteration. 

Solvent Naphtha. — Sellers were en- 
deavoring to cover the routine ship- 
ments out of current production. The 
scarcity of spot material has given the 
market a decidedly firm tone. Prices 
were unchanged. 

Toluene (Toluol). — Although the 
news from the automobile manufactur- 
ing center indicated that further reduc- 
tion in production schedules had taken 
place, the demand in market for tolu- 
ene at that was in excess of the sup- 
ply coming from the current produc- 
tion of toluene. Quotations were firm 
at the levels in vogue previously. 

Xylene (Xylol). — Although the call 
for industrial item was at a compara- 
tively slow pace, sellers reported the 
demand was of sufficient volume to 
give the market a decidedly firm un- 
dertone because of the small amount 
of material on hand.

Linseed Oil Production 
In Third Quarter, 1931 


Twenty-six flaxseed-crushing mills 
were in operation in the United States 
during the third quarter of this year, 
according to preliminary figures of the 
Bureau of the Census. These mills re- 
ported a crush of 213,083 tons of flax- 
seed and _ production of 141,204,905 
pounds of linseed oil. These figures 
compare with 164,834 tons of seer 
erushed and 108,236,266 pounds of oil 
produced in the corresponding qarter 
of 1930, 288,983 tons of seed and 191,- 
977,215 pounds of oil in 1929, 212,882 
tons of seed and 141,888,625 pounds of 
oil in 1928, 253,431 tons of seed and 
169,273,970 pounds of oil in 1927, and 
265.995 tons of seed and 174,056,852 
pounds of oil in 1926 (corresponding 
quarters). 

Stocks of flaxseed at the mills Sep- 
tember 30 amounted to 118,760 tons, 
compared with 94,730 tons at the same 
date in 1930, 90,327 tons in 1929, 103,206 
tons in 1928, 119,229 tons in 1927, and 
70.196 tons in 1926. Stocks of linseed 
oil reported by the crushers were 76,- 
150,682 pounds September 30, compared 
with 53,174,928 pounds at the same date 
in 1930, 82,991,738 pounds in 1929, 75,- 
623,882 pounds in 1928, 76,563,440 
pounds in 1927, and 66,957,976 pounds 
in 1926. 

Imports of flaxseed during the quar- 
ter were 153,811 tons in 1931, compared 
with 27,151 tons in 1930, 95,065 tons in 
1929, 106,511 tons in 1928, 119,347 tons 
in 1927, and 107,360 tons in 1926. Im- 
ports of linseed oil were 9,980 pounds 
in 1931, compared with 22,591 pounds 
in 1930, 39,545 in 1929, 113,088 in 1928, 
713,088 in 1927, 348,435 in 1926; exports 
were 259,935 pounds in 1931, 274,560 in 
1930, 510,8 in 1929, 512,339 in 1928, 
530,829 in 1927, and 1,083,773 in 1926.

Canada’s Compressed Gas 
Production Lower in 1930 


OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 20, 1931. 


Complete figures compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics covering 
operations of the compressed gases In- 
dustry in Canada for 1930 showed a 
total output of compressed gases valued 
at $3,557,486, compared with $3,967,416 
in 1929. There was thirty factories 
employing an average of 472 persons, 
paying $737,240 in salaries and wages 
and having $5,020,875 capital invested. 

Acetylene was made in_ thirteen 
plants, carbon dioxide in eight, oxygen 
in fourteen, hydrogen in three, solid 
carbon dioxide in two, nitrogen in one 
and aqua anhydrous ammonia in one 
plant. Liquid chlorine was manufac- 
tured by the Canadian Industries, Ltd., 
Sandwich, Ont., and hydrogen formerly 
obtained as a by-product of the opera- 
tions was utilized to produce synthetic 
ammonia. Compressed pintsch gas for 
railway coaches was made at several 
divisional points. The American Cyan- 
amid Company, Niagara Falls, Ont., 
produced nitrogen for its own use 
Acetylene was made by Shawinigan 
Chemicals, Ltd., Shawinigan Falls, 
Que., for use in the manufacture of 
acetic acid and other products.

Dry Red Lead, Litharge, and Orange Mineral Lower 
Following Decline in Pig Lead--Stearate Prices Hold 
--September Building Record Showed Heavy Decline 


A decline in lead oxide prices was 
the outstanding performance in the 
paint, varnish and lacquer material's 
market last week. The decline oc- 
curred on Tuesday and affected dry red 
lead, litharge and orange mineral, in 
cask packaging only. It was the sec- 
ond such movement in fifteen days 
and occurred in sympathy with a drop 
in the price of the basic metal. White 
lead was not more than statistically 
influenced by the decline. 

Trading in the group of paint and 
varnish ingredients continued along the 
irregular lines of the past several 
weeks. Improvements were shown here 
and there but were only slight in scope 
and the dragging condition of trade 
has led to increasing sentiment among 
raw material suppliers that the re- 
mainder of the year would not show 
much better. 

Preparation for the issuance.of con- 
tract prices for next year was the point 
for interest in the dry color market. 
It was expected that new schedules 
would be out around the middle of 
November and while the general trend 
of the 1932 prices may be lower, a can-

vass failed to elicit any definite in- 
formation last week. Prices for colors 
were being held with a fair measure of 
stability. Some products such as the 
chrome greens were faced with com- 
petitive shading and also mercuric red 
oxide was subject to competitive con- 
ditions. Carbon black remained in 
about the same situation as previously. 

Expectations for a _ reduction in 
stearate and palmitate drier prices 
were not fulfilled last week. Up to the 
time of writing the makers of these 
products had not effected a decline in 
sympathy with the movement that took 
place in the raw material a week ago. 
However, it was indicated that a 
sizable order and the pressure of com- 
petition would produce concessions. 
With stearate prices offering little or 
no profit to the makers even with the 
added margin through the recent cut 
in stearic acid, it was considered pos- 
sible that the current schedule would 
be kept in force, at least nominally. 

Total September building for 562 
United States cities and towns re- 
porting to S. W. Strauss & Co., 
amounted to $96,258,098, a decline of 
42.2 percent compared with September, 
last year, and 13.7 percent less than 
August, this year. The decrease be- 
tween August and September, this 
year, is not as marked as the percent- 
age appears to indicate, it is stated, as 
the usual expected decline in building 
permits between August and Septem- 
ber, due entirely to seasonal factors, is 
9.8 percent. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Another reduction occurred in pig 
lead prices last week. On Tuesday the 
price declined to 3.75c. per pound at 
New York and 3.525c. per pound, basis 
East St. Louis. This was the second 
such reduction in as many weeks and 
followed a long period of eveness and 
stability that was not shared by other 
non-ferrous metals. Surprisingly there 
was a fairly active demand for pig lead 
after the decline took place. Some sup- 
plies received good-sized inquiries and 
the activity in the market at the close 


of the week was not the slow and cau- 
tious condition that usually is allied 
with a declining market. Steady pro- 
gressive improvement in the London 
price has raised the value of London 
lead far above the equivalent here and 
prospects for an early return of 4c. 
lead were quite promising to the sell- 
ers, particularly if the demand should 
maintain the gait of the final half of 
last week. 

Slab zinc fell off another 5 points 
early last week. The quotations on 
Monday were 3.30c. per pound. East 
St. Louis and nominally 3.65c. per 
pound at New York. This level was 5 
points lower than the close on the pre- 
ceding Saturday. A lagging demand 
was occasionally spotted with a fair- 
sized inquiry last week but not much 
of the inquiry received was developed 
into actual ordering.

Pigments 


Another reduction in cask prices for 
lead oxides which occurred on Tues- 
day in sympathy with a 25 point de- 
cline in pig lead, provided the feature 
to the pigment materials market last 
week. Dry red lead, litharge and 
orange mineral, in, casks, were the 
only products affected. Basic carbon- 
ate and basic sulphate white lead re- 
mained without price change and were 
in a seemingly steady position. The 
reduction in oxide prices interrupted 
the more or less seasonal brand of in- 
quiry from battery manufacturers and 
purchasing was rather confined until 
it could be determined whether or not 
the market would remain at its cur- 
rent levels. Other pigment products 
passed through the period under re- 
view in much the same fashion as in 
the preceding weeks. 

White Lead.—The decline in pig 
lead did not affect the quoted position 
for basic carbonate and basic sul- 
phate material, which remained at 
7%c. and 6%c. per pound, respectively. 
The movement of stocks was confined 
to closely need requirements and in 
the aggregate was not very encourag- 
ing to the makers. 

Red Lead.—Cask prices for the dry 
product were reduced 4c. per pound 
on Tuesday. In sympathy with a 25- 
point drop which occurred in pig lead 
on the same day, the market was low- 
ered to 744c. per pound. This marked 
the second 4c. decline in fifteen days. 
Lead-in-oil and dry red lead in kegs 
were not affected by the move. 

Litharge.—This lead oxide was re- 
duced in price on Tuesday, The cur- 
rent price of 644c. per pound for casks 
represented a decline of 4c. per pound 
from a week ago and a %c. per pound 
within the space of fifteen days. As 
usual, the decline occurred in sym- 
pathy with a drop in pig lead values. 

Orange Mineral.—In company with 
the general decline in lead oxide, this 
commodity was reduced last week to 
9%c. to 10%c. per pound, dependent 
upon the seller. This was a reduction 
of 4c. per pound for American mate- 
rial from the quotations of a week 
ago. 

Lithopone.—There were no new or 
important developments in this pig- 
ment last week. The prices for both 
the domestic and imported materials

Dry Colors 


Contract withdrawals provided the 
major portion of the movement of dry 
color materials last week, spot deal- 
ings having been of relatively negli- 
gible quantity, according to represent- 
ative suppliers. As previously reported, 
manufacturers of colors were prepar- 
ing to issue their contract prices for 
next year and it is understood that 
prices will be made known around the 
middle of next month. In the mean- 
while, prices are being held with a 
fair measure of steadiness. 

Carbon Black.—This situation in this 
color has not changed and, in the opin- 
ion of representative sellers, was likely 
to remain in its present position for, 
at least, the remainder of the year. 
The quoted market of 3c. per pound 
for standard grades, f.o.b. Texas, was 
repeated last week but, as previously 
indicated, there were occasional lots 
to be had at a fraction less. The de- 
mand from the rubber manufacturing 
trade continued very slow. Stocks in 
the hands of rubber tire makers were 
low. 

Carmine.— The prices for this red 
have not been changed recently. For 
100-pound quantities the quotations 
were $4.75 to $5 per pound, with not 
much interest shown in the consuming 
field. 





Chrome Greens. — Conditions here 
were much the same as previously. 
The prices for both light and dark 
shades were subjected to some com- 
petitive shading, while the demands 
were not at all large. 

Indian Red.—This was another color 
where the situation was generally un- 
changed. Prices for both American 
and English have held at their pre- 
vious levels and demand, although still 
regarded as slow, was better than pre- 
viously. 

Iron Blues.—The prices were fairly 
well maintained at the basis of 35c. to 
36c. per pound. The movement into 
consumption was largely against con- 
tracts. 

Mercury Red Oxide.—Quotations of 
$1.70 to $1.75 per pound were the low- 
est named last week. The situation in 
this color was highly competitive and 
some sellers were not disposed to quote 
in the open market. 

Ocher. — Fairly steady prices con- 
tinued to feature the market for this 
commodity in company with a slow 
and dragging demand from the regu- 
lar channels of consumption. 

Toner Reds.— There was not much 
open order business in the market for 
this color last week, most of the ma- 
terial in movement having gone for- 
ward against contracts. Prices were 
steady and unchanged. A new sched- 
ule for the year 1932 may be expected 
around the middle of November. 


Colors in Oil 


Business in the line of oil colors 
was limited to the usual dimensions 
of the season. Last week's replacement 
calls in the Metropolitan area were 
mainly for small, filled-in lots and 
were rather widely scattered. Manu- 
facturers claimed to be holding to their 
established price schedules. 


Varnish Gums 


The varnish gum market was quiet 
last week. Prices were largely nom- 
inal and the situation was entirely a 
trading one. Suppliers of gums at the 
primary points were holding their 
prices rather steadily and were now 
indisposed to offer for forward posi- 
tion, expecting a turn in prices with 
the appearance of demand in any rea- 
sonable size.

Turpentine Irregular in Southern and Local Markets-- 
Rosin Prices Generally Firm--Primary Offerings Light 
--Receipts Continue to Diminish--Fair Demand Here 


Conservative transactions were still 
the general rule in the market here 
for naval stores. Sentiment appeared 


to be rather more optimistic concern- 


ing the financial and business situa- 
tion but as for some time past con- 
sumers of turpentine, rosin and other 


pine products were disposed in many 
instances to limit their takings to com- 
paratively small or moderate quanti- 
ties. The aggregate movement of such 
lots was fair. Changes in quotations 
were rather narrow. 

The undertone of Southern markets 
for turpentine was regarded as firm in 
irregularity, 


the main. Prices showed 
but changes from day to day were 
moderate with the trend downward at 


one time early in the week after which 
there was an upturn, sales being re- 
ported in the Savannah market on 
Wednesday at 31'c. per gallon. 
Offerings of turpentine in Southern 
markets were comparatively light and 
competition among bidders was keener 
at times than was recently the case. 
Receipts were moderate and with op- 
erations in the woods showing the 
shrinkage usually noted at this period 
of the year, some further decline in 


the movement to seaboard markets is 
expected during the next few weeks. 
Arrivals in the three principal mar- 


kets in the South from the opening of 
the season to the middle of October 
were more than 30,000 barrels smaller 
than in the corresponding period last 
season and in the opinion of some a 
further widening of the difference is 
likely to be witnessed in the near fu- 
ture. 

Rosin sales were fair in Southern 
markets, takings of the medium grades 
by domestic interests being larger than 
pale and dark descriptions. The pro- 
portion of pale rosins in the receipts 
at Savannah and Jacksonville was 
small with the indications apparently 
pointing to a continuation of light re- 
ceipts of these descriptions. Reports 
were current of an improvement in the 
foreign inquiry, chiefly from parts of 
the Continent where consmption is 
said to be increasing as a result of the 
settlement of labor troubles. 

Commencing November 1, shipments 
of rosin and turpentine to Savannah 
by trucks will be subject to a terminal 
tax of 5 cents per 100 pounds, the rail- 
roads, which own the terminals, con- 
tending that arrivals by truck have 
been handled at a loss.

Flaxseed, Linseed Oil, 
Cake, and Meal 


Flaxseed Higher in Domestic and Foreign Markets-- 
Cash Demand Good and Premiums Over Futures Are 
Maintained--Crop Movement Lighter--Oil Is Firmer 


The trend of flaxseed was upward 
in domestic markets last week and 
Buenos Aires also displayed strength 
at times, though changes in prices in 
the latter market were moderate. There 
was fairly active trading in futures in 
the Northwest with buying by crush- 
ers, cash interests and commission 
houses. On advances recent buyers in 
some cases liquidated and there was 
also more or less hedge selling. 

Demand for cash continued active 
and premiums over futures were gen- 
erally maintained. Receipts in terminal 
markets were light or moderate and 
the country movement was said to be 
on a diminishing scale as stocks in the 
hands of many growers, it is contended, 
are comparatively small. There was 
a further shrinkage in Northwestern 
elevator stocks.

Minneapolis Flaxsee 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 23, 1931. 


There has been a gradual improvement 
in the demand for local flax offerings 
through the week and premiums are back 
at their old high marks. Offerings are 
light and there is a strong demand at 
diversion points for all offerings. This 
results in virtually all of the flax moving 
to Duluth. Sastern crushers seem very 
anxious to accumulate a supply at: that 
point for movement down the lakes be- 
fore the close of navigation. Failure to 
get all of the cash supply desired re- 
sulted in buying of October futures there 
and the resultant advance necessitated 
further increase in premiums to prevent 
all of the flax from passing Minneapolis 
by. 

“Out of town crushers have been taking 
some of the local track offerings from 
day to day in addition to accepting tend- 
ers on October contracts, which to date 
show a total of 86,000 bushels. Most of 
this seed is new crop stuff but is being 
accepted by cash houses, presumably. for 
shipment to out of town mills. Open in- 
terest in October futures had been re- 
duced to around 25,000 bushels now and 
will probably be cleaned up before the 
week is out. A crusher delivered the last 
$5,000 bushels recorded. 

Local elevator stocks are decreasing 
further but there has been little change 
in private stocks of late because of the 
light running of mills. Public elevator 
stocks decreased 6,000 bushels in three 
days. If out of town crushers order out 
their delivered seed promptly a further 
reduction will show for the week. It is 





expected that the seed will be ordere 
out. 

Trade in futures is spasmodic Some 
days very little is doing in the pit and 
occasionally there is a lot of trade. To- 





day there was a fair volume with crush 
ers and cash houses buying as freely as 
offerings were made Scattering hedge 
orders come in from the country and ther 
is a little profit-taking on moderate ad- 
vances. These fresh hedging orders from 
the country indicate a slightly freer farm 
movement. 

No Montana seed is moving to this mar- 
ket and few cars from that state arrive 
in Duluth There is a scatering move- 
ment from southern Minnesota and from 
South Dakota. Bulk of the current re- 
ceipts come from northwestern Minnesota 
and eastern North Dakota. There is vir- 
tually nothing moving from northern or 
western North Dakota because there was 
no crop of important produced outside of 
the Red River Valley. No. 1 seed on spot 
is quoted at 2c. to 8c., le. and 2c. over 
December, extra fancy to run out of town 
being quoted at 9c. over.

It was said to be possible 
to purchase at about 2 points below 
quoted prices on a firm bid, but crush- 
ers were apparently disinclined to push 
matters. 

So far as new business was con- 
cerned, the market was quiet.

Following deliveries made 
from the “Dennis” cargo, the spot mar- 
ket was still short of stocks and prices 
were as strong as they have been at 
any time during recent weeks. The 
strength of the market rests selely 
in the yellow qualities. Other grades 
continued easy to weak at low prices 
that were without sign of improvement 
last week. 


Competition brought the arabic mar- 
ket down slightly and at the more at- 
tractive figure the’ movement was not 
satisfactory. Quantities taken by 
buyers were uniformly small. Gam- 
boge was steadier and prices were not 
subject to further decline. Camphor 
moved steadily at quiet but firm prices. 
Karaya of technical quality was in fair 
sized request but the higher grades 
were dull. 

African beeswax was firmer. Cables 
sent to Portugal in solicitation of of- 
ferings were usually unanswered by 
the close of the week. No information 
concerning conditions that would ac- 
count for the failure of shippers to 
respond to cables was available.

Demand for 
most kinds of beeswax was quite light. 

Candelilla.— Considerable difference 
in prices was noted locally but those 
quoting 13c. per pound recently con- 
tinued to name the figure. It would 
require an order in hand to test the 
soundness and reliability of the price. 


Carnauba.—Yellow carnauba stiffen- 
ed during the week. Quotations for 
No. 1 were 32c. to 33c. per pound and 
the holding was small as to size and 
was owned by one or two dealers. No 
stocks of No. 2 yellow could be dis- 
covered and the market was nominal. 
Arrival of the steamer “Dennis” had 
absolutely no effect on the market. 
The quantity of yellow wax aboard the 
ship was very small and much of it 
had been sold prior to arrival. The 
situation in the yellow grades is quite 
as strong as at any time during the 
past month or so. From the develop- 
ments during the past week it would 
appear that the quotation of 27c. per 
pound for No. 1, put out by one quar- 
ter during the previous week, was not 
backed by wax available at that figure. 
It appears to have been a hypothetical 
figure unsound in all respects. Yet the 
quotation came from a source ordinarily 
considered to be reliable. The fact is 
that several attempts were made to 
buy No. 1 from the quarter naming 
27c., but every attempt failed.

Employment Insurance 


In summarizing the work of the com- 
mittee on insurance, the board agreed 
that the subject of employment in- 
surance should be kept in mind and 
recommended that the next committee 
study the subject of liability insur- 
ance and offer through the association 
bulletin a sound and, if possible, stand- 
ard basis for this protection. 

In connection with the report of the 
committee on legislation, the board 
suggested that members operating 
manufacturing departments study that 
portion relating to the use of labels on 


products of their own manufacture, 
with a view to insuring their com- 
pliance with the regulations of the 
food and drugs division. 

The manufacturers’ committee re- 
port voiced the opinion that much 
abuse and demoralization of prices, 
both at wholesale and retail, was the 
result of promiscuous offering of free 
goods deals, opening, as they did, op- 


portunities for dealers outside the drug 


field to secure goods for other than 
drug channels. The committee be- 
lieved standardization of methods in 


building and_ distribution of free 
goods deals possible, and recommended 
that in no should the value of 


case 


free goods exceed 162%, percent and 
that where and when possible man- 
ufacturers be urged, either on _ per- 


manent or seasonal offers, to offer one 
free with eleven bottles as an original 
unit 

The board recommended and the as- 
sociation voted affirmatively on the 
adoption as a definite policy the dis- 
couraging of all charge-backs on all 
free goods deals where such charge- 
backs are a part of the deal and also 
recommended that the committee con- 
tinue its study of the subject, with 
special reference to the value of free 
goods deals as they related to sales 
stimulation, the opportunity to main- 
tain a fictitious retail value on the mer- 


chandise offered, the effect on cut 
prices, and channels through which 
such goods reach dealers other than 


wholesale and retail dealers. 

The committee on proprietary goods 
was commended, and it was recom- 
mended that its work be continued in 
determining the cost of distributing 
varied lines of toilet goods and pro- 
prietary medicines. 

The committee on research and rela- 
tions showed that wholesale members 
had expended $10,000 for window dis- 
plays issued by the commitee. The net 
cost to the committee was approxi- 
mately $1,700. It was voted that the 
displays on hand be offered to mem- 
bers next year and that no new dis- 
plays be prepared for first aid week, 
the vacation season or Christmas in 
1932. It was, however, to give con- 
sideration to the preparation of a 
pharmacy week window card for next 
year. 

The committee on salesman and sell- 
ing methods reported that sales de- 
partments found it increasingly diffi- 
cult to maintain volume at an econom- 
ical figure, partly due to the activities 
of the direct-selling manufacturers, 
whose costs of distribution are in ex- 
cess of those of the wholesale drug- 
gist. The selling expense was a matter 
of great- importance, and it was rec- 
ommended that careful consideration 
be given to unprofitable territories. 


Combination Sales 


The committee on special lines re- 
ported that it found most so-called 
combination sales of proprietary items 
economically unsound; that wholesale 
druggists should push free deals of 
easily-salable merchandise that are 
profitable to the retailer; that special 
attention should be given this year to 
the $1 novelty item for Christmas sale. 
Particular attention was called to the 
following paragraph of the report:— 
“In each wholesale house are numer- 
ous sundry items which offer this op- 
portunity of making a _ satisfactory 
margin. These are the items to which 
your committee on special lines should 


give due consideration and thought. 
Here rests the answer to the future. 
Will you continue to grow and pay 


dividends, or will you allow some other 
concern to take from you the paying 
part of your business? In the hands 
of your sundry managers rests your 
success or failure.” 

Regarding the report of the com- 
mittee on uniform accounting, it was 
recommended that each member study 
carefully the bulletins published by the 
statistical division, especially bulletin 
16, “Wholesale Drug Distribution 
Costs in 1930” and bulletin 17, “The 
Distribution of Free Deals by Service 
Wholesale Druggists.” It was voted to 
revise and enlarge the book entitled 
“Distribution Through the Drug 
Trade,” published in 1925, and to re- 
tain the services of Mr. Ostlund. 


Recommendations contained in the 
report of Secretary Newcomb were 
adopted:—That the new association 


membership committee continue to try 
to interest manufacturers who are not 
members; that the office of honorary

These reductions, it 
was felt, should be vigorously resisted 
until such time as it can be satisfac- 
torily demonstrated that the items 
upqn which the discounts are to be 
reduced will still pay the wholesaler 
an adequate profit. 

President J. M. Penland opened the 
first promptly at 10 o'clock in 
the morning on October 19, and follow- 
ing the delivery of an invocation by the 
Reverend Db. Otis Fuller, the delegates

In the absence of H. J. Ostlund, the 
secretary presented Mr. Ostlund’s ad- 
dress on “The Principles of Drug 
Trade Practice Developed from Drug 
Distribution Cost Analysis.” 

The second day’s session was de- 
voted largely to the reception of fur- 
ther reports from committees, includ- 
ing that on membership, which recom- 
mended five firms for associate mem- 
bership and they were elected. 

Secretary Newcomb next presented 
a recommendation of the board of 
control covering an amendment to 
Article II of the Constitution and By- 
Laws, providing for the election at 
each annual convention of an honorary 
president, to serve for one year. 

Prof. Paul H. Nystrom of the School 
of Business, Columbia University, next 
delivered an address on the subject:— 
“Where the Shoe Pinches in Present 
Distribution, with Special Reference to 
Changes Now Going on in Marketing, 
Free Deals and Retailing.” It was 
moved and carried that, at the discre- 
tion of the board of control, this ad- 
dress be published and given wider 
publicity by the Association. 

The sessions on Wednesday and 
Thursday, October 21 and 22, were de- 
voted to an extensive list of reports 
and discussions.

Changes or Dissolution 


Stockholders of the American Re- 
publics Corporation will meet October 
27 in Wilmington Del., for the purpose 
of voting on a plan to authorize the 
directors to sell or exchange the com- 
pany’s properties, or to reorganize or 
readjust the capital structure, or to 
terminate and distribute the company’s 
assets, as deemed by the directors to be 
expedient.

Quicksilver Makes New Low-- Atropine Sulphate 
Down Slightly--Codeine, Creosote, and Guaicol i 
Good Seasonal Demand--Alcohol Movement Gains 


The market for drugs and fine chem- 
icais was a quiet affair quring the past 
week, Business was strictly routine in 
character and without new develop- 
ments of major importance from the 
angle of consumption. Volume was well 
up to that in recent weeks and on the 
whole the market seemed to be in ex- 
cellent condition. 

The activity of the week centered 
mainly in the items seasonable during 
the pre-winter season. Such materials 
as ammonium chloride, menthol cre- 
osote in all its forms and compounds. 
guiacol, codeine, cocains, acetanilide 
acetylsalicylic acid, and quinine came 
in for a good request and prices were 
mainly steady in all quarters. 

Quicksilver was a price feature, quo- 
tations declining still further because 
of the competition caused by stocks 
being in excess of manufacturing re-

quirements at the present time. The 
break came despite the fact that con- 
tinued declines during the past several 
months were alleged to have almost 
eliminated profits to the sellers. The 
decline did not affect the prices for 
merecyrials but in view of the fact that 
quieksilver prices have declined $7 
since the last readjustment in mercur- 
ial prices, a further change is not en- 
tirely unlikely. 

Minor alkaloids, with few exceptions, 
continued to be competitive on the 
spot. Atropine sulphate was lower last 
week and although other materials in 
the group were not changed, the ten- 
dency toward shading continued to be 
prominent. 

Quinine was in better request and 
the loeal market was not subject to 
more than the usual shading of quota- 
tions under competition. Some discus- 
sion was current regarding alleged dis- 
satisfaction of the cinchona bark 
growers with their present arrange- 
ments. Some are understood to favor 
an open market for the sale of bark, 
feeling that if freed from control they 
could) move a larger tonnage of bark. 
Considering the fact that production is 
confined to a comparatively few com- 
panies, it is doubtful that an open mar- 
ket on bark would increased sales by 
the planters. 

Glycerophosphates and  hypophos- 
phites were in very fair request. Bro- 
mides were steady here but weak 
abroad. Bismuth salts and metal were 
apparently stable at the present prices 
but the foreign situation was some- 
what unsettled despite the recent rise 
in quotations on the London market. 
Alcohol came in for a normal move- 
ment because of the approaching time 
when motor car radiators will have toa 
be charged with antifreeze liquids 
Glycerin was in a similar position for 
identical reasons. 

Acid Tartaric.—Reports from abroad 
suggest that the foreign producers 
have gone as low as they can and that 
chances: for further declines in prices 
have become poorer now that the do- 
mestie producers have gone to the mat 
with the’producers abroad and fought 
them with their own weapon—price 
reductions. Profits have gone by the 
board during the fray, but at the pres- 
ent time the American producers seem 
to be in control of the situation. 

Agar Agar.—The advance in price 
during the previous week was consoli- 
dated into a firm position at which 
moderate quantities of No. 1 were 
available. The replacement costs re- 
mained high and strong. 

Albumen.— Milk albumen was firm- 
er, the offerings coming in somewhat 


smaller quantities and sellers being ill 
disposed toward entertaining bids sub- 
mitted by buyers. Last reports con- 
cerning vegetable albumen made that 
market firm at 65c. per pound for the 
technical. 

Alcohol.—Movement of C. D. No. 5 
against existing contracts was said to 
be holding up well. The market was 
firm as to price and competition was 
in terms of service rather than on the 
basis of price. Production has been 
sold liberally ahead but prices have 
been low and on the whole sellers have 
not been satisfied with the returns. 
The latest quotations on blackstrap 
molasses were around 3.10c. per gal- 
lon. The New York Coffee and Sugar 
Exchange is to vote on a new molasses 
contract on October 28, same to be 
known as Contract No. 2. If adopted, 
trading shall begin October 29. The 
grade of molasses deliverable against 
the new contract will be as follows:— 
Any merchantable cane blackstrap mo- 
lasses testing at the time of being 
placed in storage in licensed tank, not 
less than 43 degrees baume, U. 8. 
Bureau of Standards scale, at 68 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, duty paid, and/or 
duty free. 

Aloin.—A tendency to shade 
was noted and while the open quota- 
tion remained at $1.50, it was believed 
that firm orders at $1.40 to $1.45 per 
pound stood an excellent chance of

Ambergris.—Little demand was cur- 
rent but the conservative size of spot 
stocks tended to keep quotations firm 
and free from shading. Grey amber- 
gris was quoted at $32 to $35 per 
ounce. 

Amidopyrine.—Quotations were $4 
per pound in view of the fair move- 
ment during the past week business 
booked was done at that figure on 
quantity lots. The range was to $4.10 
per pound. Stocks were not large but 
they were ample. 

Ammonia Citrate.—Inquiry was fair 
and the market kept a very steady 
undertone throughout the past week. 
Quotations were 80c. to 85c. per pound 
and was not shaded so far as could 
be ascertained on spot. 

Amy! Salicylate.—The producers re- 
ported a small call but the price was 
still steady on the basis of 85c. to $1 
per pound. The available supply was 
sufficient to care for requirements well 
into the future. 

Sg er gage market was firm at 
$2 to $2.05 per pound. Control of the 
aa was absolute in the hands of 
the domestic producer who is supply- 
ing all the needs of the country readily 
and promptly on the basis of the range 
of price quoted. 

Apomorphine.— The market was 
steady at $22.60 per ounce and condi- 
tions did not suggest an early change 
in the position. The call was routine 
but in fair sized volume. 

Atropine.—Sulphate was cheaper at 
$1.90 to $2 per ounce. Alkaloid was un- 
changed at $6.50. Demand was compar- 
atively light but was about even with 
that current for some time past. 

Arecoline Hydrobromide. — Prices 
were confirmed at $5 per ounce and 
moderate interest on the part of con- 
sumers tended to keep the market in 
its recently somewhat steadier posi- 
tion, though competition was still cur- 
rent on the spot. 

Barbital.—The local market seemed 
to be steadier. At least, sellers have not 
reflected the reports of weakness that 
has prevailed abroad for some time 
past. The needs of buyers were readily 
supplied out of an excellent spot hold- 
ing of the material. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—When 
quotations for metal were recently ad- 
vanced abroad the quotations for salts 
were also revised upward. No change 
has come since. The spot market re- 
mained very steady at all times during 
the past week and a fair sized sales 
volume was said to have been the rule 
each day during the period. 

Blue Mass.—Somewhat less activity 
was reported but the market was still 
steady at unchanged prices. Raw ma- 
terial was said to be slightly lower and 
more competitive throughout the past 
week. 

Bromine and Bromides.—The situa- 
tion abroad has not changed in the 
least: the market was reported weak 
and competitive there. On spot, little 
has been said about the group beyond 
the idea that the movement was fair 
and prices were steady. 

Bromoform.—Some look for lower 
prices but others say that weakness 
has about run its course. No change 
Was noted last week and the sales 
made fair totals by the end of the per- 
iod.

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Cadmium Metal and Salts.— Metal 
was steady and considering general 
business conditions the trade was said 
to be about all that could be expected 
reasonably. Prices for salts retlected 
the position of metal in that they were 
without change 

Caffeine.—Contract deliveries were 
said to be accepted promptly though 
some buyers were disposed to ask for 
some delay in tenders. The price posi- 
tion was firm as to undertone and 
seemed likely to remain firm for a con- 
siderable length of time in view of the 
absence of competition. 

Calomel.—Lower raw material prices 
did not affect the calomel quotations 
in this market. The price was $1.75 per 
pound and was maintained in response 
to a request well up to that recently 
reaching the leading producers of the 
mercurial. 

Castor Oil.—Fair but not large de- 
mand was the rule. The consumption 
of the article is well under normal but 
if imports of raw material serve as a 
sign the consumption has increased of 
late. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—C. p. castor oil is 
still steady on a fair volume of business, 
although most individual orders are small. 
Ruling prices are:—No. 1, drums, car 
lots, 12%c. per pound; drums, less than 
car lots, 12%%c.; barrels, car lots, 12%Cc.; 
barrels, less than car lots, 12%c.; five- 
gallon tins, 13 4c. ; one-gallon tins, 15 4c. ; 
No. 3, drums, car lots, 115¢c.; drums, less 
than car lots, 12c.; barrels, car lots, 
1l%c.; barrels, less than car lots, 12\4c. 








Chlioral Hydrate. — Request was 
slower and smaller. Demand recently 
filled covered a large part of the major 
requirements of buyers and hence the 
recession in the call for prompt de- 
liveries was in line with general con- 
ditions. Quotations were noted at 
70c. to Tie. per pound. 

Chloroform. — The movement of 
USP goods was well up to recent vol- 
ume and the market kept its firm 
undertone unceasingly throughout the 
past week. Technical was not so much 
in demand as it had been. but the mar- 
ket was none the less steady so far 
as prices were concerned. 

Chrysarobin. — Considerable firm- 
ness to market undertone was reported 
and there were those who did not view 
so favorably the idea that quotations 
would recede further. This more op- 
timistic view was not shared by all. 
However, prices were at least un- 
changed at $3 to $3.05 per pound. 

Cinchophen. — Following the decline 
noted during the previous period. the 
market seemed to be somewhat stead- 
ier toward the close of the period. 
Quotations were $2.75 to $3 per pound 
as to quantity. Competition was still 
quite active. 

Cocoa Butter. — The market was 
still 14c. to 14%c. per pound for bulk 
butter in car lot quantities. The move- 
ment was fair in volume but it has 
failed to increase during recent weeks. 
Many of the larger buyers covered 
liberally when the market was lower. 

Codeine. — The salts subject to par- 
ticularly good request during the win- 
ter period have been active and hence 
the market has had firm undertones. 
It appeared likely that consumption 
this season would compare favorably 
with that a year ago. 

Collodion. — Competition has once 
more thrust itself forward: it had been 
felt that following the recent price 
decline a steadier market might re- 
sult. However, open quotations were 
without change during the period 
under review. 

Copper lodide. — The market was 
$6.22 to $6.27 per pound and steady 
throughout the period. Demand was 
conventional, yet the total was about 
normal for the article and at the pres- 
ent time nothing suggests a change in 
quotations for some time to come. 


Corn Syrup.—The stronger raw ma- 
terial market has not affected prices 
for this material. However, when 
grain was lower, syrup held unchanged. 
Demand compared well with that a 
month ago but was somewhat behind 
the records of a year ago, it was said. 

Creosote.-—All forms moved actively 
throughout the period. The call was 
seasonable and well up to expectations 
for this time of year. Prices were 
firm in all directions and competition 
was totally lacking. 

Emetine.—The leading sellers quoted 
hydrochloride at $18 per ounce, but it 
was difficult to find any important im- 
provement in the market. Competi- 
tion was said still to worry the lead- 
ing sellers and to be responsible for 
considerable weakness to market un- 
dertones. 

Eserine.—Salicylate and sulphate 
were both quoted at $25 per ounce, the 
position being confirmed by a few 
sales during the period. However, 
competition was still the basis for 
most business done and even small 
quantities were said to be available 
at the minimum figure quoted above. 

Ethyl! lodide.—A steady and unevent- 
ful market was reported. The stable 
cost of raw material and the absence 
of competition between producers was 
said to be responsible for the steady 
market at $6.35 per pound. 

Formaldehyde. — Export business 
continued disappointing in volume but 
in the event of war developing in the 
Far East, increased sale of this article 
to Japan may be expected. Japan is 
an excellent customer but much of the 
business with that country is filled by 
producers in the middlewest. 

Glycerin.—Fair request prevailed. 
Interest in anti-freeze glycerin has 
been fair and an active sales propa- 
ganda was said to be making excellent 
headway. Delay in the arrival of truly 
and continued low temperatures has 
hindered the retail movement of the 
article. Other consumers of glycerin 
have taken contract quantities in fair 
fashion, contributing much to the sta- 
bility of the market at the present 
time. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Glycerin is now 
firm, after some slight price readjust- 
ments in crude recently. The c.p. ma- 
terial continues to hold its market posi- 
tion on fair volume. Radiator glycerin 
is the center of most trade interest 
Ruling prices are:—Dynamite, Middle 
West, 9% c. to 10c. per pound; soaplye 
crude, 80 percent basis, 6c.; ¢.p., car lots, 
10%c.; ¢.p., returnable drums, lic. to 
11%c.; saponification, 88 percent basis, 
7c. to 7c. 

Quicksilver.— The spot market was 
lower at $73 to $80 per flask. Such a 
price makes it impossible for European 
metal to compete in this market, but 
at the same time it limits the profits of 
the domestic mines to such an extent 
as to discourage production. Closed-in 
production has served to curtai] out- 
put, that by the end of the year it is 
now believed that the production will 
be not much in excess of 20,000 flasks. 

Quinine.—All was quiet in this mar- 
ket, where sellers were awaiting the 
next developments abroad. It is be- 
lieved in some quarters that the mar- 
gin between 36c. per ounce for sulphate 
sold in the United States and 40c. for 
the same article elsewhere—the same 
being “official” quotations—cannot 
stand. Some reports reaching this 
market suggest that the cinchona 
planters are not pleased with their 
position, and some of them evidently 
fee] that an open market for the sale 
of their production would bring them 
more money than they now realize 
through the closed and controlled sale 
of the bark. Bisulphate is understood 
to be obtainable here at least as low as 
35c., and some say 34'%c. and even 34c., 
though confirmation of business at 34c. 
per ounce has been lacking. The im-

Alcohol Content of Motor 
Fuel Larger in Germany 


The German government, in a decree 
effective October 1, has increased to 6 
percent from 3% percent the compul- 
sory amount of alcohol to be purchased 
from the government monopoly admin- 
istration by producers and importers 
of motor fuels. The decree reduced the 
government selling price from _ 70 
reichsmarks to 50 reichmarks per hec- 
toliter, or 45 cents per gallon. The 
purchase of at least 4 percent of the 
net weight of all gasoline imported or 
produced in Germany was to be re- 
quired by a decree of September 19, 
1931, also effective October 1, 1931, as 


long as the government selling price 
was 70 reichsmarks per  hectoliter 


(about 63 cents per gallon). The same 
decree provided that in case the price 
was reduced or increased, the alco- 


pyrethrins per 100 cc. Each gal- 
lon contains all of the active 
principle from 20 pounds of pyre- 
thrum flowers having a pyrethrin 
content of .90% pyrethrins.

holic ratio would likewise have to be 
raised or lowered by 1 percent for each 
10 reichsmarks in the price fluctuation. 

Inasmuch as the decree of September 
28, 1931, reduced the price from 70 to 
50 reichsmarks per hectoliter, the com- 
pulsory quantity of algohol to be pur- 
chased was automatically raised from 
4 to 6 percent of the net weight of all 
gasoline imported or produced in Ger- 
many. The regulations compelling the 
use of government alcohol in connec- 
tion with motor fuel was inaugurated 
by a decree of July 4, 1930, for the pur- 
pose of providing an additional outlet 
for the alcohol produced by German 
potato growers. The required amount 
varied from 2% to 3% percent, and was 
last fixed at 3% percent by a decree 
of January 20, 1931. 





Price-Maintenance Test 
In California Suggested 


A co-operative agency with sole sell- 
ing rights in California is a suggestion 
made to competitors by Edward Plaut, 
president of Lehn & Fink, Inc., this 
city, as the means to give price-main- 
tenance a practical test under the new 
fair trade act in that State without 
great loss to the manufacturer or sub- 
stantially increased prices to the con- 
sumer. 

The California law permits California 
manufacturers, wholesalers and retail- 
ers to enter into contracts to maintain 
prices on branded goods. Manufac- 
turers with plants and warehouses out- 
side the state cannot make such con- 
tracts as they would conflict with Fed- 
eral interstate commerce regulations 
Yet were each manufacturer to estab- 
lish his own California branch, the cost 
would obviously be prohibitive. Con- 
sequently, Mr. Plaut suggests intra- 
state warehousing as the most econom- 
ical method to find out if the California 


plan of price-maintenance will really 
work. 
In initiating this move, Mr. Plaut 


has written to a number of drug manu- 
facturers. He has also expressed the 
hope that manufacturers in other in- 
dustries will take similar steps so that 
price-maintenance may be tested in 
their industries. 


Drugstore License Law 


Of N. Y. State Upheld 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 22, 1931. 

A New York court at Syracuse, has 
upheld the constitutionality of the New 
York state law requiring licenses for 
ownership of drug stores, according to 
word received by E. C. ‘Brockmeyer, 
general attorney for the National As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists, who en- 
tered the case in support of the law 
as amicus curiae. 

The New York law classified stores 
into pharmacies, drug stores, and 
stores in which certain poisons and 
medicines may be sold. Different qual- 
ifications for licenses were imposed on 
pharmacists, druggists, and store 
keepers. The law was challenged by 
Stanley J. Hagues, a druggist, who was 
refused a pharmacy permit by the 
State Board of Pharmacy. He con- 
tended that denial of his right to op- 
erate a pharmacy amounted to 
legislation, while the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists argued that 
the classification was well justified in 
the interests of the public health.

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eral condition of business to affect 
their activities. Collections and plant- 
ings went on about as usual. 

Later, however, they found that the 
conditions had not improved. The gen- 
eral slump in business continued and 
as time went on the decrease in sales 
volume increased sufficiently to affect 
the activities of the primary market 
purveyors of botanical drug merchan- 
dise. The low prices led to smaller 
collections and reduced plantings of 
cultivated crops. Finally, the prices 
obtainable were so low that those 
cultivating for the market sought 
more remunerative materials to grow. 
Collectors confined their activities to 
articles showing them a more satisfac- 
tory return. 

The net result of this constant de- 
crease in prices obtainable by the first 
hands at the sources of supply has 
been to reduce stocks of many items 
so severely as to create the potentials 
of a shortage when normal request 
shall have been resumed in _ better 
times. 

Dealers in this market admit that the 
market is honeycombed with material 
low in supply, neglected in the col- 
lection districts, far too cheap in price 
when stocks available are considered, 
and for which demand has been so 
poor as to suggest the probability of 
consumers being forced into the mar- 
ket. 

It is this group of materials that are 
expected to reflect promptly the ar- 
rival of better times in the botancal 
drug business. When business shall 
have scored genuine improvement, 
higher prices for a comparatively wide 
range of merchandise_,are expected to 
be: the heralds of the event long looked 
for by dealers.on crude drugs. 


Balsams 


Copaiba.—Business was very small. 
The requirements of buyers were down 
to jobbing proportions and left the 
spot market dull and inert throughout 
the entire period. Prices were easy 
but without change. 

Tolu.—Inquiry was fair in size but 
sales failed to gain over the volume 
prevailing in recent weeks. The move- 
ment was small according to all sell- 


ers. Prices were unchanged but also 
somewhat unsettled. 


Barks 


Cinchona.—Some reports have sug- 
gested that the price for this article 
might be released from control when 
the contract of the quinine makers 
with the bark growers expires. It has 
been said that the growers feel that 
an open market would allow them to 
sell more bark even though the price 
maintenance feature of the present 
arrangements should go by the board. 

Cottonroot. — Irregular consuming 
demand was reported on the spot. The 
interest of buyers was confined to 
small quantities and the prices paid 
were generally easy in most directions 
Stocks were ample. 

Cramp.—Further shading of quota- 
tions for genuine cramp bark failed 
to develop but because of the favor- 
able rates at which new crop bark has 
been purchased, further shading of the 
spot quotations would not surprise. 

Eilm.—The major consumption of this 
article has yet to start but indications 
at this time suggest a fair season in 
the material. Prices have been main- 
tained in steady position pending the 
development of the usual call from 
manufacturing consumers. 

Sassafras.—Collection of this ma- 
terial was said to have been subnormal 
this year and the market is therefore 
believed to be set for possible advance 
in price once the normal demand de- 
velops. The consuming season starts 
usually with the turn of the year. 

Simarubra.—Somewhat greater in- 
terest was displayed in this material 
during the past week and the market 
seemed to have a steadier undertone. 
Prices were free from a tendency to 
shade that had existed during recent 
weeks. 

White Pine.—Manufacturing con- 
sumers have been somewhat more ac- 
tive in covering requirements and the 
market was generally more active and 
stable than it had been. Stocks avail- 
able make a shortage of supply un- 
likely. 

Wild Cherry.—The normal consump- 
tion of this bark has been slow to de- 
velop but the trend of trade was toward 
larger units and greater volume during 
the past week. Quotations were firm 
in all quarters. 


Beans 


Calabar.—The market was fairly 
well supplied with stocks available on 
the basis of the recent reduction to 
the basis of 15c. to 16c. per pound. 
Demand was very light during the 
past week. 

Vanilla.—Competition appeared to 
be more active. The slower consump- 
tion incident to the passing of the more 
active summer season is being felt lo- 
cally and hence some unsettlement in 
price is said to exist. However, the 
open quotations were without change 
during the period reviewed. Stocks 
were ample to cover all requirements 
of the future. 


Berries 


Prickly Ash.—Stable prices were the 
feature on spot; the market was 2lc. 
to 22c. per pound. Stocks were mod- 
erate here but in the primary market 
the holdings were ample. 

Raspberry.—Dried berries moved 
steadily in good, if not normal con- 
suming volume. Quotations held with- 
out change at the easy position of 50c. 
to 55c. per pound. 


Flowers 


Chamomile.—Hungarian flowers were 
in excellent supply, current consuming 
request being considered. Prices have 
become fairly well stabilized on the 
basis of 13c. to 14c. per pound. Ship- 
ments reaching the country of late 
have been of a quality high enough 
to permit the entry of much of the 
landings. 

Elder.—Right flowers were steadier 
in all quarters. The market was 23c. 
per pound and some felt that under 
competition the quotation might be 
shaded. Dark flowers were also easy 
on the basis of 2l1c. per pound. 

Insect (Pyrethrum).—The heavy cut 
in importations during the period Jan- 
uary-August this year, in comparison 
with the corresponding period a year 
ago, has caused some factors to recall 
the report that one of the larger manu- 
facturers of pyrethrum extract insecti- 
cidal sprays had reduced its purchases 
of pyrethrum, substituting a chemical 
of high killing power. A reduction of

Malva.—Blue flowers were very firm, 
reflecting the higher import costs that 
have developed in the foreign market. 
Local quotations were firm at the 
recent advance. Black flowers were 
without important change, being in 
good supply and poor demand. 


Herbs and Leaves 


Buchu.—Not all sellers were doing 
16c. per pound, some preferring to hold 
for higher prices and to restrict sales 
to jobbing business obtained at the 
higher rate. However, in quantities, 
that was the price and not much was 
done during the past week at that 
comparatively favorable figure. 

Catnep.—Stocks were small and it 
was reported that attempts to secure 
deliveries from the primary market 
revealed a short crop this year. Prices 
were firm at the recent rise to the 
basis of 19c. to 20c. per pound. 

Digitalis. — Competition has about 
wiped out all profit in the sale of this 
article. The quotation of llc. to 12c, 
per pound gives very little to the sell- 
er. Demand remained small and re- 
stricted to jobbing lots in most in- 
stances. 

Laurel.—Greek was reduced to 4%c. 
to 5%4c. per pound under the influence 
of a slump in the consuming interest. 
Italian was still out of supply and 
the market was reported to be nomi- 
nal. 

Marjoram.—Easy undertones were 
the rule in all directions. The market 
was competitive whenever business 
was in sight, but so far as openly 
quoted prices were concerned, sellers 
prefered to maintain the quotations 
noted during the previous week and 
to shade when an order was in sight. 

Sage. — Dalmatian sage alone was 
available on the spot and concentra- 
tion of sales against the supply of that 
article was responsible for a further 
advance in quotations. The market 
became 4%c. to 54c. per pound, 

Thyme.—Fair sale in small lots was 
reported in support of an unchanged 
price position on the spot. Both va- 
rieties were close to being firm and 
sellers were not disposed to accept 
bids. 

Spearmint.—A very good size sup- 
ply of new crop goods bought at fa- 
vorable prices was reported. Quota- 
tions were 22c. to 25c. per pound as 
to quality, but it was intimated that 
slightly less could be done with an 
order in hand. 


Miscellaneous 


Areca Nuts. — Powdered foods 
found a market at 10c. to 12c. per 
pound and it seemed likely that the 
movement might improve at an early 
date. Some fairly large buyers have 
not been in the market for a consider- 
able length of time and it was that 
business that sellers were expecting to 
develop. 

Cassia Fistula. A more substantial 
movement of this article was noted 
and prices were firmer on the basis of 





9c. to 10c. per pound. 
Grains of Paradise. — An attempt to 
get more money for this material 


failed. The spot was still under the 
influence of a too ample supply, ac- 
cording to some. Quotations were 
114c. to 11%c. per pound. 

Irish Moss. — The usual improve- 
ment in sales that comes normally 
with the approach of the winter sea- 
son has been experienced this year 
along lines suggestive of the idea that 
the total sale of the material might 
be less than normal. Prices held firm, 
however. 

Lycopodium.—Foreign shippers were 
inclined to press offerings on this mar- 
ket. Several local houses not usually 
identified with the sale of this com- 
paratively small item have received 
somewhat attractive offerings of ship- 
ment parcels from the Hamburg mar- 
ket. Spot quotations and conditons 
remained without change.

Aletris.—Easy

and the market at 2le. to 22c. per 
pound was not too steadily maintained. 
However, it was intimated that a re- 
sumption of normal request might 
strengthen the present not too satis- 
factory market position of this mate- 
rial. 


Belladonna.—Occasional demand for 
more than the usual quantities required 
had a tendency to stiffen price views. 
However, an advance was lacking to a 
late hour in the week. 

Burdock.—The foreign situation was 
declared to be such as to forecast an 
advance of prices should demand be 
resumed on a basis somewhat close to 
normal. The collection was affected by 
the low prices obtainable in Europe. 

Golden Seal.— Practically everyone 
connected with the sale of this article 
forecasts a period of acute shortage in 
the next few years. Low prices are ex- 
pected to cut cultivation sharply and 
reduce the collection of wild root. The 
market on the spot was still weak and 
yvobbly throughout the past week. 

Ipecac.—No sign of a return of nor- 
nit irticle could be 


mal demar for this 
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found last week. The neglect of the 
article has coincided with pronounced 
weakness in the primary market, and 
the combined effect has been to weaken 
the price structure throughout the 
world. The spot market was still weak 
during the past week. 

Orris.—Some expect the article to do 
better in the event of the present spot 
supplies being reduced, Lack of normal 
consuming request has been a disturb- 
ing element. Some sellers refused to 
meet the minimum prices quoted, pre- 
ferring to hold stocks against such time 
as a reduction in stocks may make 
unsold holdings more valuable. 

Senega.—Lack of an export demand 
anywhere near normal has counted 
mightly against the maintenance of a 
steady market for this root. Weakness 
prevailed everywhere. However, it was 
intimated last week that, should Eu- 
rope require a substantial quantity of 
the root, an improved price position 
mignt be expected. 

Valerian.—Small inquiry and equally 
small sale of this root contributed to 
depressing the ‘market and to keeping 
prices weak and low on the basis of 
10c. to lle. per pound. 


Seeds 


Anise.—Chinese anise held firm, sell- 
ers awaiting further development in 
the political situation before taking 
what might be called a normal view of 
the market. Spanish was quiet and 
without change in price or volume of 
demand. 

Canary.—The market was quiet at all 
points. Most orders were comparative- 
ly small, the larger users having cov- 
ered liberally. Prices were without 
change. 

Caraway.— The Holland and spot 
markets were at least steady, but both 
were without the stimulating effect of 
a regular and well-maintained consum- 
ing request. 

Cardamom.—Decorticated goods 
dropped to the basis of 54c, to 55c. per 
pound, a slump in import cost having 
weakened the local price structure. 
Green and bleached seed were not 
affected, but they were none too steady 
at current quotations. 

Celery.— Because spot stocks have 
been fairly well replenished by recent 
arrivals from the primary market 
local quotations continued to develop 
a soft position. The market was lower 
at 2le. to 21%c. per pound. 

Cumin.—Lower shipment prices and 
sluggish movement of goods on the 
spot accounted for Algerion seed drop- 
ping to the basis of 5%c. to 4%c. per 
pound; Morocco, 5%c. to 6c. 

Mustard.—Dutch yellow mustard 
seed was very firm owing to a stronger 


primary market and a more active 
local situation. Quotations were 7c. to 
Te. per pound. Californian brown 


underwent fractional improvement on 
spot, quotations rising to 8%c. to 9\c. 
per pound. Chinese yellow was higher 
at 45¢c. to 5c. Other kinds of mustard 
seed were without development. 

Poppy.—Short sellers were said to be 
covering their commitments in the 
primary market, making a more active 
demand for the article and bringing 
about some improvement in _ prices. 
However, importers expect the market 
to react downward later. Quotations 
on spot were higher at 45c, to 5c. 
per pound for the Dutch. 


Spices 

Cassia.— Quiet trade was noted. 
China cassia was firmer by reason of 
the political unrest and threat of war 
in the primary market. Demand on 
the spot was fair to good and prices 
were steady. 

Clove.—Prices held but demand did 
not; a slump in inquiry and sales was 
reported in most directions. Later ar- 
rivals were said to be coming in at 
attractive prices. 

Ginger.—African No. 1 was lower at 
6c. to 6%ec. per pound. The develop- 
ment contrasted somewhat with the 
recently fairly firm position of the 
article. Other types of ginger were 
unchanged, 

Nutmegs.—Grinding nutmegs were 
lower at 7%4c. to 11%c. per pound, be- 
ing an extension of the recent series 
of declines on spot. The 110’s and 80's 
were fairly firm in most directions. 

Paprika.—A downward revision in 
prices for all qualities of this material 
was made. Extra fancy was down to 
the basis of 21c. to 21%c. per pound; 
fair, 17c. to 17%c.; fancy, 20%ec. to 21c.; 
medium, 19c. to 19%ec. The movement 
reflected a shift in primary market 
shipment prices, the movement being 
assisted by the weakness in exchange 
on Spain. 

Peppers.—Black Alleppy was down 
to lle. to 11%4c. per pound but that 
was the only open market change noted 
during the period so far as black pep- 
pers were concerned. White Java- 
Muntok was lower at l4c. to 1l5c. and 
the Singapore-Muntok was also lower 
at 14%c. to 14%c. per pound. Red 
peppers held firm but prices failed to 
advance further.

Authorized by I.C.C.

the increased rate is to 
be 1 cent per 100 pounds, including 
cottonseed meal and cake, vegetable- 
oil cake and meal, peanuts, rosin, tur- 
pentine, all refined petroleum products, 
lime, and fertilizers. 

Switching and lighterage charges 
will be permitted to be raised 10 per- 
cent, and the general increases are 
intended to apply to combination rates, 
import and export traffic, and water 
carriers subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

It is further provided that these in- 
creases shall not apply to rates on 
petroleum and _ petroleum products 
throughout the south and the south- 
west after the effective dates of gen- 
eral revisions recently ordered under 
the Hoch-Smith resolution, Docket 17,- 
000, parts 4 and 4-A. 


To Aid Roads’ Credit 


The commission's decision was ob- 
viously designed to affect the railroads’ 
credit and to restore confidence in rail- 
road securities which have been drop- 
ping in price until they are in danger 
of being no longer eligible for invest- 
ment by banks and insurance com- 
panies. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission estimates the increases will 
bring in from $100,000,000 to $125,000,- 
000, which is declared to be ample, if 
properly distributed, to meet all fixed 
charges as required by investors. The 
railroads had estimated a 15 percent 
increase would bring in some $450,000,- 


another 
which 


000 if no decrease in traffic were in- 
volved. 
A long-time view of the railroads’ 


problems was taken by the commission, 
whose report is a general discussion 
of the entire transportation question 
as related to present economic condi- 
tions. The future of railroads was 
declared to be good, justifying the 
confidence of investors; the roads were 
criticized for failure to produce evi- 
dence of the effect of the proposed in- 
crease on commodity movements; the 
condition of the railroads at the pres- 
ent was compared to their situation in 
other economic crises with the con- 
clusion that they are at present well 
off and in better shape than many 
other industries; the carriers were 
criticized for excessive losses in pas- 
senger operations and for failure to 
take advantages for consolidation and 
pooling of revenues permitted by law. 

The commission also expressed the 
view that a 15 percent increase would 
fail to produce more revenue except 
for a short time, as it would cause lo- 
calization of industry and further de- 
velopment of competitive carriers. The 
potential competition from other trans- 
portation agencies is underestimated 
by the railroads, the Interstate Com- 
merece Commission declared, and it also 
suggested that studies be made with 
the view of regulation of these other 
carriers. 





Margarin Tax Cases 


Before Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1931. 
The constitutionality of the margarin 
act of 1886 will not be questioned by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, but the application of the act 
to products sold as cooking com- 
pounds will be considered. The court 
today refused to review a contention of 
the Ed. S. Vail Butterine Company 
that the law is class legislation and 
unconstitutional, but it agreed to re- 
view two cases from Florida and 
Georgia in which the Standard Nut 
Margarine Company of Florida secured 
injunctions preventing the collection of 

the margarin tax against its product. 


The Vail company in 1927 filed claim 
with the Collector of Internal Revenue 
for Illinois for a refund on taxes paid 
during the preceding four years on 
artificially colored margarin. This was 
denied, and suit was brought in the 
Federal courts, which was dismissed 
on demurrer by the collector, which 
action was affirmed by the circuit 
court. The Vail company claimed that 
there was discrimination in that the 
act imposed a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on artificially colored marga- 
rin, but only one-fourth of a cent a 
pound on naturally colored margarin. 
It was declared that classification for 
tax based on whether the color of food 
is natural or artificial is arbitrary and 
unreasonable and is class legislation; 
that it is a penalty and not a tax, and 
under the guise of revenue is the regu- 
lation of an industry properly under 
State control; and that it is a denial of 


the guarantee of the fifth amendment 
to the constitution against being de- 


prived of property without due process 
of law. 

The Standard Nut Margarine Com- 
pany is engaged in selling a vegetable 
oil compound under the name “South- 
ern Nut Product,” and in 1929 the 
Florida collector of internal revenue 


attempted to collect against this prod- 
uct the tax of ten cents per pound im- 
posed on artificially colored margarin. 
The company contended that its prod- 
uct is not margarin within the defini- 
tion of the act of 1886, and secured an 





injunction against collection of the tax, 
which was upheld by the circuit court 
for the fifth circuit. In 1930, the col- 
lector in the Georgia district made a 
similar tax assessment against the 
product, and the Federal court there 
upheld him, but was later reversed by 


the circuit court. 
The Supreme Court has decided to 
review these cases on petition of the 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
who declared that while the definition 
of margarin Was extended to cover this 


product by the act which took effect 
July 1, 1931, some $2,000,000 in back 
taxes on products of this nature are 
involved in this appeal, and the de- 
cision of this circuit court is in con- 
flict with 


other circuit court decisions 
in similar cases. . 


Phillips Denied Title 
To ‘Milk of Magnesia’ 
(Continued from page 17) 


Aside from the proof that the Phil- 
lips company did not have exclusive 
use of the mark prior to the act of 
1905, the court considered it important 
that the company had made no effort 


prior to 1924 to stop the use of the 
mark by others. In this connection 
Judge Hand said that the American 


Druggists Syndicate had sold in excess 
of 50,000 bottles of “Milk of Magnesia” 
in 1912 and that its sales had increased 
to more than 2,000,000 in 1923. He fur- 
ther mentioned sales of 450,000 pints of 


the product by E. R. Squibb & Sons 
between 1909 and 1916 and 4,000,000 


pints between 1922 and 1928; sales by 
the H. K. Mulford Company, beginning 
in 1904 and increasing to 50,000 pints 
a year by 1926; sales by Nelson Baker 


& Co. prior to 1905 and in increasing 
quantities since that time to 20,000 
gallons in 1929; sales by Frederick 


Stearns & Co. since 1910 and amount- 
ing to 20,000 gallons a year at the time 
of the trial; sales of more than 20,000 
pints in 1905 by Parke, Davis & Co., 
whose sales have been, he said, 100,000 
pints a year since 1912. 

Commenting on this large business 
in “Milk of Magnesia,” Judge Hand 
said:-—— 

An extensive, persistent, and adverse 
use by the public during the long interval, 
prior to the cancellation proceeding, is 
indisputably shown, while the extent of 
dependant’s own use is little indicated. 
The failure of the defendant during a 
long period to assert or enforce its rights 
and its essential disregard of the trade- 
mark is proof of an intent to abandon. 
We hold that the complainant must pre- 
vail not only because the tradmark, “Milk 


of Magnesia,” was not in the actual and 
exclusive use of the defendant, or its 
predecessors, during the ten years pre- 
scribed by the statute, but also because 


the defendant abandoned the mark. 


In ruling that the Phillips company is 
entitled to the tradmark, “Leche-de- 
Magnesia,” the court held that the right 
of registration of this mark stood on a 
different footing from that with respect 


to “Milk of 
said :- 


Magnesia.” Judge Hand 


There is no proof whatever that this 
mark [‘‘Leche-de-Magnesia’’] was not in 
actual and exclusive use as a trademark 
of the applicant or its predecessors for 
ten years preceding February 20, 1905. 
It has, therefore, made at least a prima 
facie case as to this mark. It is no 


answer to say that it is descriptive, be- 
cause the ten-year provision of the trade- 
mark act of 1905 enabled trademarks for 
descriptive words which had acquired a 
secondary meaning to be registered... . 


The use of “Milk of Magnesia” during the 
ten-year period does not affect the mark, 
“Leche-de-Magnesia.”" It is true that, if 
the defendant was relying on a common- 
law tradmark which was invalid because 
it was a descriptive term, a translation 
of the English words into Spanish might 


not, upon the mere theory that it created 
a fanciful name, avoid the difficulty; but, 
the ten-year clause protects any name, 
whether descriptive or otherwise, if it 
was exclusively used by the applicant for 
the prescribed period.

Geranium. — Bourbon oil was lower 
on spot at $3.85 to $4.50 per pound. 
This movement was a reflection of a 
drop in the shipment cost, though the 
oil offered at lower primary market 
prices will not arrive here for more 
than two months, it was said. Al- 
gerian oil was easier. but not lower. 

Ginger. — Raw material prices 
broke a half cent during the past week 
and it appeared likely that the chance 
for bringing out an improvement in 
oil prices had passed. Quotations were 
$4.15 to $4.35 per pound. 

Juniper. — The low prices at which 
shipment goods have been offered con- 
tinued to keep the spot market easy 
to weak and subject to sharp competi- 
tion in most instances. Demand was 
fairly steady, but most of the move- 
ment came in the double and triple 
distilled article. 

Lavender. — Spike lavender con- 
tinued to be soft and prices were said 
to be subject to shading when order 
prove attractive in size. Flower oil 
was none too firm; movement of late 
had been very light. 

Lemon. — The market seemed to be 
well stabilized. Regardless of the fact 
that current demand has lacked normal 
volume, sellers viewed their stocks as 
being conservative and hence they 
maintained prices firmly. The situa- 
tion abroad was not productive of any- 
thing new. 

Lemongrass. — Though no lower. 
the market was still easy because of 
the weakness and low prices in the 
primarv market. Demand on spot was 
confined principally to split packages. 


Lime. — Distilled was steadier fol- 
lowing the decline noted during the 
previous period. Quotations were still 
$8.75 to $9.25 per pound last week and 
some improvement in business was 
said to have consolidated the price 
somewhat. Expressed remained strong 
and scarce. 

Mace. — Low yield from raw mate- 
Tial offsets to some extent the low 
price at which raw material has been 
purehaseable during recent months. 


Orange.—Quotations for Messina oil 
were reduced to $1.65 to $2.25 per 
pound and the West Indian article 
was also lower at $1.50 to $1.55. These 
movements reflected the competition 
that has disturbed the market in recent 
weeks, and it was apparent that do- 
mestic and foreign oil were being 
pushed for sale more actively and vig- 
orously than had been the custom for 
some time past. 

Pennyroyal.—Offerings were plenti- 
ful, but, because of local stocks being 
ample and subject to a narrow demand, 
the attractive quotations at the source 
of supply have not attracted buyers. 

Peppermint.—Quotations dropped to 
$1.40 to $1.60 per pound for the natural 
and $1.60 to $1.75 for the redistilled 
goods This decline was evidence of 
the very light demand for the material. 
The sales in the primary market was 
said to have been small. Stocks there 
were large and competition was rife. 
However, prices have been driven so 
low that it is likely that the bottom is 
nearly in sight. 

Petitgrain.—Prices held at the recent 
cut to 95c. per pound, but the market 
lacked additional activity at the more 
attractive quotation. Demand was 
hand to mouth, and the total of sales 
was comparatively small. 

Pimento.—The offerings of oil made 
in the West Indies continued to come 
in at low levels. Changes on spot de- 
pend mainly on the arrival of lower 
cost goods. The market last week was 
$1.40 to $1.55 per pound and was com- 
paratively easy.

Spearmint.—A sluggish market was 
the rule, but prices held at $1.30 to $1.50 
per pound, It was conceded that, should 
a quantity be required, substantially 
less than $1.30 could probably be done 
on spot and could surely be done in the 
primary market, where sellers are 
many and buyers are few. 

Wormseed.—Quotations held at $2.50 
to $2.65 per pound, as to seller. The 
primary market seemed to be a willing 
seller, notwithstanding the fact that 
the new crop was not a normal one 
The carryover was very fair in size, 
and it is that oil that has tended to 
develop market depression. 

Wormwood.—The market was cut to

Citrus Products Will Be 
Study of U.S. Laboratory 


The Florida citrus products labora- 
tory of the Bureau of Chemistry and 
Soils of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, at Winter Haven, Fla., 
which was formally opened October 23, 
will make a study of the production 
and utilization of orange and grape- 
fruit oils, and of pectin and naringin 
obtained from grapefruit rinds and 
pulp. The utilization of the juices and 
the pulp from cull oranges and grape- 
fruit, and the utilization of dried pulp 
for cattle feed, fertilizer and other pur- 
poses will be included. Secretary Hyde 
of the Department of Agriculture was 
the guest of honor at the opening ex- 
ercises at the laboratory.

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Essential Oils and the Perfume Industry

taw materials the manufacture 
of essential oils come from all parts of 
the world, and in their production and 
manufacture France and its colonies have 
played a very important part. A visit to 
the Colonial Exposition now going on in 
Vincennes, near Paris, and to Grasse, the 
“City of Flowers,” is extremely illumi- 
nating, especially to anybody interested 
in the perfume industry. Both centers 
give ample proof of the activity of French 
people to uphold their supremacy in this 
industry, which is so essentially French. 

In this Colonial Exposition, which per- 
haps, some of you have had opportunity 
to visit, each French colony has a special 
building where its products and methods 
of culture or production are demonstrated, 
either by way of moving pictures or lan- 
tern slides, dioramas, etc. 

French Indo China is shown as a pro- 
ducer of gum benzoin and star anise; the 
Bourbon Islands as producers of ger- 
anium, vetiver, vanilla beans, clove; the 
French Congo, lemongrass and citronella; 
the Tahiti Islands, vanilla beans; Cayenne, 
French Guiana, bois de rose. Algeria and 
Tunisia are producers of orangeflower, 
neroli, petit-grain, pennyroyal, geranium, 
cassie, rue, eucalyptus, verbena, jasmin, 
and clary sage. 

I will show you some pictures of Grasse 
and its surroundings, with the flower 
fields, by courtesy of the Antoine Chiris 
Company. Here are produced rose, jas- 
min, orangeflower, tuberose, cassie (which 
should not be confused with cassia), hya- 
cinth, jonquil, violet, spike lavender, 
rosemary, geranium, peppermint basil, 
clary sage, neroli, petit-grain, and many 
other essential oils of less importance. 
Many other parts of the world bring their 
contributions to the essential oil indus- 
try. 

The United States is a producer of cedar- 
wood, sassafras, wormwood, peppermint 
grown specially in Michigan and Oregon, 
oil of orange and lemon in California and 
Florida, wintergreen in Virginia. Ylang- 
ylang comes from Manila in the Philip- 
pines. 

China sends star 
cassia (cinnamon). 

Japan produces peppermint and 
camphor oil, the latter is a source for 
safrol and eucalyptol, in addition to 
camphor.

The Dutch Indies, in addition to being 
the largest producers of oil of citronella, 
are producers of cananga, ambret 
clove, cinnamon, mace, nutmeg, 
wood, palma-rosa, vetiver, 
chouli, clove, and ginger.

Italy is the largest producer of berga- 
mot, orange, and lemon.

I am omitting many other centers of 
production of essential oils as it would 
be too long to give you the complete list, 
but I wanted to give you a general idea 
of the worldwide distribution of the raw 
materials used for the manufacture of 
essential oils.

Production Processes 

Essential oils are extracted mostly 
from the flowers, but also from other 
parts of the plants, such as the leaves, 
stems, roots, or bark. Three methods are 
used mostly for their extraction. They 
are:>—(1) Steam distillation; (2) ex- 
traction by volatile solvents, such as 
petroleum ether, benzin, etc.; (3) ex- 
traction by means of fats (enfleurage and 
maceration). 

Steam distillation 
process used, consists of placing the 
flowers in a perforated metallic basket, 
putting this basket into a still containing 
water, and then boiling the water, or 
introducing live steam. The vapor is con- 
densed, and the liquid obtained separates 
into two layers. The upper layer, lighter 
than water, consists of the essential oil; 
the lower layer is water retaining in 
solution certain soluble or emulsifiable 
constituents of the essential oil. This 
water can be reused for a _ subsequent 
distillation, or sold as “floral water.” The 
aromatic principles dispersed in the 
water can also be extracted by means 
of a solvent. This mode of extraction is 
used for otto of rose, oil of clove, oil of 
ylang-ylang, lavender, ete., and in gen- 
eral for any flower which is not too sen- 
sitive to the action of heat, and also for 
the extraction of essential oils from roots, 
stems, leaves, wood, or bark, such as 
vetiyer root, clove stems, patchouli leaves, 
rosewood, and cassia or cinnamon bark. 

I show you some lantern slides and 
pictures of the Antoine Chiris factories in 
Grasse and Boufarik, Algeria, where this 
process is employed. These illustrate the 
types of apparatus used, which include 
the latest devices, but these can only be 
used where steam, space, and water are 
plentiful. More compact apparatus 
mounted on wheels are carried to the 
places of production for the distillation 
of lavender, rosemary, spike lavender. 
thyme, ete., which grow in the mountains, 
and would require too much expense to 
transport to the factory. 

The volatile solvent process is used 
mostly for the extraction of oil of jasmin, 
rose, orange flower, tuberose, jonquil, ete 
The flowers are introduced into metallic 
perforated baskets which revolve’ in 
hermetically sealed cylindrical vessels 
filled with solvent (petroleum ether, B.P. 
50° to 60°C). Some types of apparatus 
are vertical, others are horizontal and 
somewhat similar to extractors used in 
sugar factories. Instead of moving the 
baskets, the solvent may be circulated 
through them by the means of pumps. 
The extraction lasts between six to eight 
hours As a rule each batch of flowers 
is extracted three times on the counter- 
current principle, the tanks being mount- 
ed in batteries. The menstruums are 
then co'lected and evaporated, first under 
atmospheric pressure, then under vacuum, 
The finished product thus obtained is 
called a “Concrete” or “Essence Con- 
crete.” These products contain, not only

are unsuitable for 
perfume extracts. 


Refining Processes 

In order to remove these waxes and 
resins, the concrete is melted and mixed 
with strong alcoho! in a shaking machine 
(batteuse). The alcoholic solution is then 
filtered, and the soluble waxes eliminated 
by cooling to O°C. and subsequent filtra- 
tion. The alcoholic solution thus obtained 
can be used as it is for making perfumes, 
and bears a number indicating its con- 
centration; or it can be evaporated in 
vacuum and the residue constitutes the 
“Absolute Essence,” or “Absolute Essence 
From Concrete.” The yield of essential oil 
for most flowers is about 50 percent of 
the concrete. 

The third process or extraction by 
means of fat, can be done in two ways :— 
(1) Without heat (enfleurage ) ; (2) 
with heat (maceration) 

The enfleurage process yields the best 
results with jasmin, tuberose, and jonquil. 

Maceration is applied to rose, orange- 
flower, violet, cassie, etc. 

Jasmin and tuberose give better and 
finer results by the enfleurage process be- 
cause they contain little essential oil, but 
they continually produce perfume as a 
part of the life process of the cells. If 
the flower is killed, as happens with pet- 
roleum ether or hot fat, life stops and 
the formation of volatile oils naturally 
ceases ; but if the cut flower is placed over 
fat, it continues to live and emanate odors 
which are absorbed by the fat. This is 
the principal of the enfleurage process.

According to preliminary census fig- 
ures there were 26 mills in the United 
States which crushed flaxseed during 
the quarter ending September 30, 1931.

These figures 
compare with 164,834 tons of seed 
crushed and 108,236,266 pounds of oil 
produced for the corresponding quarter 
in 19309.

Refined Oil Futures More Active and Prices Rise-- 
Crude Stronger with Offerings Light--Seed Receipts 
Disappointing--Lard and Cotton Firmer-- Weather Fair 


The trend of refined cottonseed oil 
futures was upward in the main in 
the local market last week and crude 
oil and other cottonseed products were 
firmer in Southern markets. Here 
trading was more active though the 
operations still appeared to be largely 
of a professional character. 

Offerings of crude oil were reported 
as light in the South where sentiment 
was said to be more bullish owing to 
recent developments in the market here 
for refined oil and also because of the 
widespread movement looking to a 
sharp cut on the next cotton acreage. 
Weather conditions over the cotton belt 
were favorable for ginning and mar- 
keting but the movement of seed to 
the mills, though larger than recently 
was said to be disappointing 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were 102 tanks against 
74 tanks in the previous week. Closing 
prices on Thursday were 24 to 34 points 
higher as compared with the final quo- 
tations of the previous week.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


The tone of Southern markets 
showed improvement as a result of re- 
cent developments in other commodi- 
ties as well as in the financial situa- 
tion but aside from this conditions did 
not show much change last week. 
Speculative operations in the Memphis 
market were fairly active but con- 
suming trade in most parts of the 
South continued to be reported as 
rather quiet. Products which compete 
with cottonseed meal are still in large 
supply and available at unusually low 
prices. 

Weather conditions over the cotton 
belt were generally favorable for pick- 
ing and marketing and in some sec- 
tions offerings of seed were said to be 
larger than was recently the case. The 
movement in other sections, however, 
continued disappointing. Considerable 
buying has been reported for account 
of speculators in recent weeks and 
these takings are apparently being held 
in some cases for. higher prices. 
Stocks at the mills in parts of the 
Southeast are said to be accumulating 
slowly. 

Quotations on meal in the Southeast 
had an upward tendency in some in- 
stances, prices ranging from $13 to $15 
per ton for 7 percent. In the Valley 
§ percent meal was quoted at $15 to 
$16 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in the local market for re- 
fined cottonseed oil futures was rather 
more active last week, though there 
was no snap to the dealings, many 
operators still being disinclined to 
enter into fresh commitments on an 
extensive scale in the absence of any 
decided change for the better in the 
character of reports concerning the 
condition of American business in 
general. Prevailing sentiment was 
more friendly to the market for the 
time being, however, and the trend 
of prices was upward in the main, al- 
though there was more or less ir- 
regularity at times. 

Southern markets for crude oil were 
firmer with the inquiry more active. 
Bid and asked quotations for crude 
oil were 4c. per pound higher in vari- 
ous parts of the South. Offerings from 
producers were reported as compara- 
tively light. The movement of seed 
to the mills was said to be still dis- 
appointing, though larger arrivals 
were reported in some _ sections. In 
other parts of the South, however, 
there was said to be a disposition to 
hold, farmers being dissatisfied with 
prevailing prices. The trend of the 
markets for securities and also of lard 
and cotton as well as other commodi- 
ties was upward at times. 

Products which compete with cot- 
tonseed oil in some cases were firm 
or higher. Sales of tallow were re- 
ported at a further advance, A some- 
what better inquiry was reported for 
lard compound. Receipts of live hogs 
in Western markets were generally 
small or moderate. The weight of the 
hogs received in Chicago during the 
week ended October 17 averaged 225 
pounds as compared with 223 pounds 
in the previous week, 227 pounds in 
the week before that and 235 pounds 
in the week ended Septmber 26. The 
semi-monthly statement of lard stocks 
in Chicago showed a further liberal de- 
crease during the first half of the 


month. Stocks there on October 15 
were 23,186,699 pounds against 29,- 
624,642 pounds on October 1 and 19,- 
232,217 pounds a year ago. 

Weather and crop news 
South was generally favorable. 
occurred in some sections but over 
much of the belt fair weather pre- 
vailed. The weekly government 
weather and crop report stated that 
the progress and condition of cotton 
are practically unchanged in_ the 
Western part of the belt except for 
some further damage by rain to open 
bolls in the northern districts of Texas 
and in Oklahoma. Picking and gin- 
ning made more rapid progress in 
Texas but gathering is still slow in 
Oklahoma. In the central section of 
the belt picking made rapid advance 
and is approaching completion in the 
Southern portion. In Arkansas frosts 
checked growth and caused late bolls 
to open rapidly. In the more East- 
ern districts picking made good ad- 
vance and is approaching completion 
in the Southern portion. Ginning is 
rather slow. 

According to some reports bullish 
sentiment in the South has been 
strengthened by the widespread move- 
ment looking to a heavy curtailment 
of the cotton acreage next season. In 
a despatch from Washington, Chair- 
man Stone of the Federal Farm Board 
was quoted as saying that the cot- 
ton acreage reduction plan adopted at 
the recent meeting in New Orleans 
of bankers, farm board officials and 
the American Cotton Association is 
the most constructive thing yet done 
in relation to the next cotton acreage. 
It was also stated that the Texas 
Bankers Association has decided not 
to finance cotton farmers next year 
who do not obey state laws relative 
to reduction of acreage. 

On the advance recent buyers 
liquidated but closing prices on Thurs- 
day were 24 to 34 points higher on 
the principal months as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Friday.

Reduced Quotations for Myrobalans, Sicilian Sumac, 
And Valonia--Wattle Bark Lower--Egg Albumen 
Continues Strong--Bichromates Firm--Zinc Dust Steady 


Price changes in the market for dye- 
stuffs and tanstuffs last week were 
confined to the tanning materials di- 
vision. Lowering of quotations was 
effected in Sicilian sumac, myrobalans, 
wattle bark, valonia beards and mix- 
tures, Otherwise the market was a 
rather drab affair, with the purchases 
indicative of a policy of the consumers 
here to cover for nearby requirements. 

Reduction in the quotations for 
Sicilican sumac as well as the other 
above mentioned articles was the re- 
sult of an effort to stimulate the de- 
mand and the approach of new crop 
months. Consumers of the tanning 
materials were adhering strictly to the 
hand-to-mouth basis, awaiting some 
betterment in the consumption of the 
finished articles. While the September 
shoe production showed a decided im- 
provement over August, being placed 
at approximately 31,090,000 pairs, ad-

vices from the New England district 
last week stated that lowering of pro- 
duction schedules was taking place in 
the shoe factories there. At the same 
time it was evident that tanneries were 
awaiting improvement in retail de- 
mand by reason of the slow buying of 
sole leather and upper leather. 

The division for the dyestuffs lacked 
an outstanding feature last week, but 
the prices on the whole were held 
firmly at the levels in force previously. 
In connection with the textile industry 
it was said that output in the rayon 
mills was holding up fairly well, ex- 
periencing one of the best seasons on 
record, while silk mills were tapering 
off production schedules and the term- 
ination of the season run in the wool 
mills had taken place. At the same 
time it was pointed out that the tex- 
tile industry has been hampered some- 
what this year by the continued labor 
difficulties, with the hosiery unit being 
affected the greatest. Cotton cloth 
mills were maintaining a compara- 
tively favorable operating schedule in 
the face of the recent Government crop 
report, showing an exceptionally large 
crop and a declining raw material 
market. 

The cotton spinning industry was 
reported by the Census Bureau to have 
operated at 88.1 percent of capacity in 
September on a single shift basis, 
compared with 81.8 percent in August 
and 76.4 percent during September last 
year. Spindles in place September 30 
totaled 32,586,850, of which 25,236,916 
were active at sometime during the 
month. Active spindle hours for Sep- 
tember averaged 201 hours per spindle 
in place as compared with 190 for 
August and 167 for September last 
vear. 

Demand in the market for soda bi- 
chromate as well as potash bichromate 
reflected the conservative buying by 
the textile and tanning industries, but 
the undertone in the market remained 
firm. Contract price schedule for the 
1932 deliveries of bicromate has not 
been decided upon as yet, but little 
change is expected in the schedules by 
reason of the continued firmness of 
the market throughout the year. While 
a fairly steady demand was experi- 
enced for antimony salt, buying of 
antimony needle and oxide was again 
irregular. 

Situation in the market for the 
sizing materials was relatively un- 


changed from last week, with the egg 
yolk products maintaining a firm tone, 
due to the small supply on hand here 
which is expected to serve the needs 
of consumers until the next season 
crop in June. The last season crop 
was destroyed by the floods in China 
A fair call was in evidence for dextrin 
and corn starches. 


Chemicals 


Antimony Salt.—Usual buyers sup- 
plied the demand in the market for 
the salt product, covering for nearby 
requirements. Call for the oxide and 
needle articles was highly irregular, 
but all prices were well maintained. 

Potash Bichromate.—Although the 
routine shipments to major quarters 
of consumption reflected a cautious 
attitude toward ordering commitments 
beyond actual requirements, the un- 
dertone in the market was firm. Quo- 
tations were without change 

Soda Bichromate.—Leading sellers 
reported this market firm last week, 
with contract shipments thus far in 


the current month aggregating a sub- 
stantial total No announcement has 


been made relative to 1932 contract 
prices Quotation last week were in 
conformity with the schedule in force 
in the previous week. 

Zinc Dust.—A fair demand char- 
acterized the market for the dust com- 
modity during the period under re- 
view. Sellers were quoting the mar- 
ket at 5.35c. per pound. The basic 
metal market showed an easing tend- 
ency last week. 


Dyestutts 

Annatto. Although the market for 
the paste and seed items was slow 
throughout the week, sellers were hold- 
ing firmly to the levels in vogue pre- 
viously. Primary market cables re- 
vealed a firm tone in the trading there. 

Archil.—No expansion was shown in 
the buying of the double and concen- 
trated articles, but leading sellers 
were quoting the prices named in the 
previous week. 

Cochineal.—Jobbing quantities con- 
stituted the call in the market for the 
Teneriffe silver and gray items last 
week, but the undercurrent in the mar- 
ket remained firm and quotations were 
without alteration. 

Hemlock.—There was little variance 
noted in this market as compared with 
the previous week, with the usual con- 
sumers covering for nearby needs. 
Prices were unchanged. 

Hypernic.— While the consumers 
showed no inclination to expand pur- 
chases beyond actual needs, the fre- 
quency of the call was sufficient to give 
the market a firm tone, and prices were 
identical to those in effect previously. 

Indigo. — Small-lot orders supplied 
the activity in the market for the nat- 
ural item last week, while commit- 
ments of fair-sized dimensions moved 
to the usual buyers of the synthetic 
article. Prices were without change. 

Osage Orange.—Shipments here re- 
flected a mixed trend in the textile 
industry, with some units slackening 
output while others were maintaining 
a comparatively high ratio of produc- 
tion, but prices here were well] sus- 
tained. 

Quercitron.—This extract enjoyed a 
fairly active trading week, but the 
buying lacked the pressure required to 
bring about a change in the market 
pricewise. 

Turmeric.—Occasional small-lot or- 
ders for the replenishment of supplies 
consisted of the business in the market 
for the Alleppy and Madras grades last 
week, while the Bombay item noted a 
firm undertone by virtue of the small 
amount in local sellers’ hands.

Champlin Refining Case 
Granted Review by Court 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1931. 


The constitutionality of the Okla- 
homa oil conservation act will be- 
viewed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which today noted jur- 
isdiction over the case brought by the 
Champlin Refining Company against 
the Corporation Commission of Okla- 
homa. 

In February of this year a specially 
constituted Federal court of three 
judges upheld the Oklahoma law by 
a two-to-one decision, and appeal is 
made directly to the Supreme Court 
under an expediting statute. The com- 
pany seeks to enjoin enforcement of 
the law on the ground that it violates 
the constitution of the United States.

Blackmer Granted Review 
Of Contempt Case Fines 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19, 1931. 

Another aspect of the oil fraud 
scandals of the Harding administra- 
tion will be reviewed by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which to- 
day granted a review of fines for con- 
tempt of court imposed upon Harry 
M. Blackmer, who went to France al-

The court will review the constitu- 
tionality of a special act of Congress 
passed in 1926 expressly directed at 
Blackmer and permitting the service 
of a witness subpoena beyond the jur- 
isdiction of the United States on a 
citizen residing abroad but legally 
domiciled in this country. Two sub- 
poenas were served upon Blackmer in 
France, but he did not respond, where- 
upon the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which issued the 
subpoenas, imposed fines of $30,000 for 
each violation and confiscated Black- 
mer’s property in settlement.

Nitrate of Soda.—The past week was 
another period of quiet.

Dried Biood.—The market continued 
to exhibit firmness. The domestic 
supply on spot was said to have been 
sold up until mid-November, and $1.75 
per unit was the best price available 
for that position.

U. S. Motor Gasoline Lower at East Coast Refineries 
And Higher at Midcontinent--Solvents’ Prices Hold 
--Pennsylvania Lubes Weaken--General Trend Mixed 


Occurrences in the petroleum mar- 
ket last week presented irregularity 
in the general trend. Refined oils in 
the Eastern market were weaker while 
a substantial betterment took place in 
the Midcontinent. And between this 
mixture of position, the group of pe- 
troleum solvents, diluents and indus- 
trial naphthas remained steady and 
even. The weakness in the Atlantic 
seaboard market was mainly shown by 
lower prices for U. S. Motor gasoline 
at the refineries and had been prefaced 
for some weeks by constant softness. 
Kerosene here was rather steady be- 
cause of seasonal improvement in at- 
tention, but the remainder of the re- 
fined oil group was characterized with 
light buying movements and none too 
stabilized price bases. 

The improved position at the Mid- 
continent was a result, according to 
close observers, of added confidence 
on the part of the refining interests 
that were now possessed with the 
knowledge that crude oil flow at East 
Texas was being regulated efficiently 
and that whenever the output at the 
field appeared to be advancing out of 
line with the needs of the market, it 
was reasonably safe to assume that 
further regulatory steps would be 
taken. Many factors in the Midconti- 
nent were suggesting that even hizher 
prices for gasolines and other oils 
would follow soon. 

A feature event of last week was 
the general adoption of quoting gaso- 
line with special attention to octane 
ratings. While refiners for the past 
several weeks have been selling their 
gasoline on the basis of its octane rat- 
ing, last week was the first time that 
it was a generally accepted specifica- 
tion in the naming of prices. 

The Pennsylvania lubricating oil 
market showed further weakening 
signs last week. Prices for bright 
stocks were lowered again and with 
the exception of neutral oils it ap- 
peared to some interest in the mar- 
ket that a further downward move- 
ment of values would occur shortly. 

The snow white grading of petro- 
leum assumed a very strong position 
in the local market last week. Heavy 
seasonal purchases by makers of 
salves, balms and other pharmaceutical 
specialties has absorbed a large por- 
tion of the available sunnly and with 
prices in a very strong position, some 
sellers were unable to make shipment 
until some three weeks after receipt 
of orders. 

Daily average production of crude 
oil in the United States during the 
week ended October 17 was 2,437,000 
barrels against 2,162,700 barrels in the 
preceding week and 2.370,750 barrels in 
the corresponding period last year, ac- 
cording to the estimate of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute. Runs of for- 
eign and domestic crude to stills dur- 


17,095,000 barrels or a daily average 
of 2,442,100 barrels for 66.7 percent of 
refinery operations compared with a 
total of 16,538,000 barrels or a daily 
average of 2,362,600 barrels for 64.5 
percent of operations during the pre- 
ceding week, according to the data 
gathered by the American Petroleum 
Institute, 


Solvents and Diluents 


In face of a very light buying move- 
ment, prices for the group of solvents 
diluents and industrial naphthas at the 
Midcontinent refineries held at the ad- 
vanced prices of a week ago With the 
exception of v.m.& p. naphtha, which 
was offering in some directions at less 
than the generally quoted market, the 
entire list of prices occupied a seem- 
ingly steady position The East mar- 
ket was also held steadily but here 
too the purchasing was rather disap- 
pointing and confined mainly to con- 
tract withdrawals. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha. The price of 
the 56-58 gravity product at the Mid- 
continent refineries was held in a 
steady position last week at the 5'%c. 
per gallon, at refinery, basis estab- 
lished a week ago. Purchasing was 
light and confined to immediate wants 


Lacquer Diluent. - Following its 
rise of a week ago the market for this 
solvent at the Midcontinent was steady 
at the basis of 6%c. per gallon, at 
the refineries. The tankcar market at 
East oast refineries was also with- 
out new price aspects and 12c. per gal- 
lon was quoted. Movement here was 
mostly against contract. 

Petroleum Thinner. — Although 
seemingly steady at 4c. per gallon for 
tankears at the Midcontinent’ re- 
fineries, the market has not yet shared 
the fractional advance in related prod- 
ucts that was effected a week ago. 
Buying continued light. Demand in the 
local refinery area was also light and 
miuinly against contract. 

Rubber Solvents.—Prices were main- 
tained at the 5%4ec. per gallon basis 
which was established as the tankcat 
market for both the light and stand- 
ard grades at the Midcontinent re- 
fineries. Rubber tire maWers con- 
tinued to purchase in single car lots 
for immediate use. 

Stoddard Solvent.— Midcontinent re- 
finery prices remained at 4%c. to 5c. 
per gallon for tankcars at refineries 
Like in other solvents the movement 
was light but apparently of sufficient 
volume to hold the recent advance of 
quotations. The local refinery posi- 
tion was also unchanged last week 
with buying light and 9c. per gallon 
named 

V.M.&P. Naphtha. — Although the 
market at the Midcontinent was gen- 
erally quoted at 516c. per gallon, some 
offerings were being made at less. A

Hydrocarbon Gases 

Price steadiness continued as the 
outstanding Lteature to the market for 
the group of liquehed petroleum gases 
last week. There have been no quot- 
able change in the prices for butane, 
propane and other articles in the group 
for the past several weeks and the 
gradual return of strength to the na- 
tural gasoline market has given the 
market for the gases a better statisti- 
cal foundation than it possessed a few 
weeks ago. The demand side of the 
market was featured with the contin- 
ued broadening of propane movement 
through retail channels of consump 
tion. Notwithstanding the depressed 
condition of general industry, this 
market has been growing progress- 
ively. Industrial purchasing of liquetied 
petroleum gases continued around the 
proportions of recent weeks 

Butane. Tankecar quotations for 
this commodity continued at the basis 
of that for the past several weeks. The 
current market was named at 2% c. to 
ic. per gallon, f.o.b. Group 3 

Heptane.— Quotations for mixed ma- 
terial continued at 12c. per gallon fo 
tankear lots at the Midcontinent while 
the normal article was named at 12% 
per gallon, in similar quantities at 
Group 3. 

Hexane.—Continued steadiness. of 
prices furnished the feature of the 
market last week. The quotations at 
Group 3 were llc. to 1l2c. per gallon. 

Octanes.—There were no new or im- 
portant developments in the market 
for this mixture with the prices named 
at 13c. to l4e. per gallon for tankcatr 
quantities at Group 3. 

Pentane.—This material shared the 
general steadiness of the _ liquefied 
petroleum gas group. The prices were 
named at 8c. per gallon for the normal 
article and 16%c. per gallon for the 
laboratory grade, both in tankcurs at 
Group 3. 

Petroleum Ether. Price evenness 
was the chief feature last week with 
lic. per gallon prevailing for the 30-60 
degree grade and 11'ec. per gallon for 
the 40-75 degree product, both in 
tankear lots at Group 3. 

Propane. — The Group 3 market re- 
mained unchanged last week at Te. to 
Sc. per gallon for tankear lots with a 
light demand running. The price for 
100-pound cylinders remained at 40c¢ 
per gallon. 


Petrolatums and Waxes 


Medicinal Oil. - The character of 
this market was not altered much last 
week. The demand was more or less 
spotty, but the sellers of domestic 
and Russian oils claimed that the cur- 
rent movements was much more active 
than at this time a month ago. How- 
ever, demand has not increased to a 
point where prices were considered 
firm. There was still some shading 
going on as the result of competition 
among the sellers. 

Paraffin Wax. Again last week 
the local wax market was steady. De- 
mands continued light but the prices 
for both scale and fully refined waxes 
were held, at least nominally, to their 
former levels. Export movement was 
irregular and generally light 

Petrolatum. — The main feature last 
week was the reported approach of a 
scarcity in the supply of snow white 
Refiners declared that the prices of 7: 
to 7T%e. per pound for car lot quan- 
tities were very strong and some sell- 
ers were unable to ship stocks of this 
grade until about three weeks after 
receipt of order The Te. per pound 
figure was considered by refiners to 
have represented “a good price” last 
week. Heavy seasonal withdrawals by 
the manufacturers of salves and phar- 
maceutical specialties were attributed 
as the reason for the lack of surplus 
on the snow white product. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


Lower prices for U. S. Motor gaso- 
line, a continued seasonal increase of 
interest and firm prices for kerosene, a 
generally weaker position for bright 
stocks and cylinder oils at the Penn- 
sylvania refineries and apparently even 
prices for the fuel oils at nearby ter- 
minals were the characteristics of main 
interest in the Eastern refined oil mar- 
kets last week. The reduction in gaso- 
line reflected from the weakness that 
had been reported during the past sev- 
eral weeks. 

The sagging position of the Penn- 
sylvania lubricating oil market was at- 
tributed to a lull in export buying. 
Even the price movements of the past 
week failed to give a true picture of 
the weakness existing there and the 
availability of some low-priced offer- 
ings on spot last week would probably 
reflect in the refinery prices within a 
few days, according to the beliefs of 
factors. Out of the entire list of Penn- 
sylvania lubricating oils, the neutral 
oils were the only ones to show firm- 


ness. These were being tairly well 
bought for blending. 


Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—The practice of accepting 
octane ratings as a primary factor in 
determining the quality of gasoline 
has spread widely in the market dur 
ing recent weeks and concurrently 
with a reduction in the tankcear price 
for U. S. Motor at local refineries last 
week, leading refiners openly adopted 
a policy of quoting according to octane 
rating. Gasoline below 65 octane was 
reduced %c. per gallon to 5a per 
gallon and material of 65 octane 
rating and above was reduced 4c. pet 
gallon to 6c. per gallon, both at the re 
fineries. Following the initial move by 
a leading refiner, this basis was rathet 
generally used last week. The position 
of the market toward the close of the 
week was fairly steady in the face of 
rather light purchasing 

Kerosene.—The local refinery market 
continued to register the seasonal in- 
crease of attention that is usual at 
this time. Prices took on a firmer tone 
at the basis of 5c. per gallon for tank 
car quantities of the 41-43 water white 
product, at the refineries. Export in 
quiry was materially better last week 
while the prices at the Gulf were un 
changed 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Prices for thes¢ 
oils at the local terminals were ap- 
parently steady at the lowered levels 
of a week ago although buying was 
not very heavy. The price for C grade 
bunker oil at the nearby terminals was 
HO per barrel while Diesel oil was 


named at $1.30 per barrel 


Lubricating Oils.—The Pennsylvania 
refinery market was weaker last week 
Posted quotations at the refineries did 
not move downward to any broad ex- 
tent but there were many offerings of 
low priced oils on the spot market 
which would probably reflect in the 
refinery prices shortly, according to 
refiners Light bright stock moved 


softer to 25%ec. per gallon for the 25 


pour test grades; the lower pour tests 
were quoted from 26c. to 27c. per gal- 
lon. The 600 flash cylinder oil was off

Further strength in all grades of re- 
finery and natural gasolines; scarcity and 
higher quotations for distillates, furnace 
oils and zero gas oils; slight improvement 
in the demand for fuel oils, were the prin- 
cipal features of the Midcontinent refinery 
markets during the first half of the cur- 
rent week, 

The U. S. Motor gasoline prices were 
boosted another 4c. on increased buying 
by the larger distributors with - still 
higher quotations \predicted by conserva- 
tive marketer observers for the near 
future. The higher gravity winter grades 
were also higher sympathetically, with 
little of the material being available on 
the spot market. 

Kerosenes were somewhat higher in 
price sympathetically with higher quota- 
tions for the domestic-burner oils, but 
the spot demand was slow. 

Distillates, furnace oils, zero and near 
zero gas oils were active and highe in 
price The available supply of these 
products for spot shipment appears to be 
far below the demand 

There was a better demand for the zero 
and near zero fuel oils, because of coole! 
weather conditions throughout the north- 
ern states, with quotations generally 214 
to 5c. a barrel higher than for the previ- 
ous week. The long neglected high cold 
test industrial grades were slightly more 
active, but prices remained unchanged

Wirt Franklin, prominent independ- 
ent oil operator of Oklahoma, has ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a review of a case 
in which he has unsuccessfully at- 
tacked the income tax law of Oklahoma 
on the ground that it violates the con- 
stitution of the United States. The 
Oklahoma law imposes a tax on the 
incomes of individuals but not upon 
the incomes of corporations. Franklin 
contends that this is in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment, which guar- 
antees equal protection of the laws.
